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The  number  and  type  of  problems  presented  to  the  Board  seem  more 
complicated  and  extensive  each  year. 

Locally,  for  example,  complaints  have  been  received  concerning: 

a)  defects  in  completing  sub-division  developments 

b)  traffic  conditions  on  numerous  streets 

c)  parking  on  state  roads 

The  Board  has  endeavored  to  take  positive  action  in  each  of  these 
cases.  Limitations  of  our  authority  in  relation  to  independent  town 
departments,  state  D.  P.  W.  regulations,  and  available  funds,  severely 
restrict  positive  action,  and  in  many  cases  frustration  both  for  the  com¬ 
plainants  and  the  Board  result.  Selectmen  in  our  form  of  town  government 
just  don't  have  the  centralized  authority  to  seek  and  secure  results  in  any 
except  the  several  departments:  Fire,  Police,  and  Highway,  that  are  under 
our  control.  However,  we  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  independent 
officers  and  boards  who  respond  to  matters  referred  to  them. 

We  have  been  pleased  to  (a)  be  of  assistance  to  the  Brainteens 
organization  in  affording  utilization  of  the  Town  Hall  for  their  commend¬ 
able  activities;  (b)  of  working  with  the  Monatiquot  River  committee  in 
contracting  for  clearance  of  a  portion  of  the  river;  (c)  of  securing  the 
erection  of  the  chain  link  fence  at  the  river  and  the  railroad  bridges  on 
Middle  Street;  (d)  of  attempting  with  the  Board  of  Health  to  secure  funds 
for  improving  treatment  of  the  town  dump;  (e)  of  working  with  the  Police 
and  Highway  departments  on  traffic  control  and  safety  arrangements  on 
Arborway  Drive,  Common  Street,  Lakeside  Drive  and  Elm  Street  at 
Drinkwater,  and  others. 

We  have  contracted  for  improvements  in  the  Town  Hall  electrical 
system,  flooring  in  the  lower  lobby,  and  painting,  but  have  had  to  return 
unused  funds  for  replacing  main  lobby  floor  and  wainscotting  because  bids 
exceeded  the  appropriation. 

With  the  Building  Inspector,  we  have  inaugurated  formal  inspection 
of  all  public  halls,  and  require  safety  features  and  limitation  of  capacity 
to  meet  state  standards.  With  the  Town  Clerk,  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  use  the  electronic  voting  system  again  in  March  1968,  and  to 
continue  thereafter  provided  the  town  votes  to  purchase  the  equipment. 

Sigma  Instruments  has  made  their  computer  available  as  a  civic  service. 

The  Police  Department  continues  to  suffer  seriously  from  lack  of 
qualified  candidates  for  appointment  as  policemen.  Vacancies  still  exist 
in  the  authorized  strength,  but  do  not  attract  the  type  of  candidates  desired 
and  required  under  present  handicaps  the  courts  have  placed  on  police 
procedure. 

We  wish  to  express  our  recognition  of  the  fine  service  rendered  the 
town  by  Fire  Chief  Walter  Hennessey,  who  retired  in  December  1967. 

We  have  recorded  the  Board  with  Commissioner  Ribbs  as  opposed 
to  any  further  consideration  for  construction  of  the  Shawmut  Trail;  and  have 
endeavored  to  expedite  improvements  in  Route  37  at  the  Plaza,  Five

Corners  and  South  Braintree  areas. 


Of  course,  much  time  has  been  spent  with  the  M.  B.  T.  A.  discussing 
the  route  and  implications  of  the  rapid- transit  coming  to  Braintree. 

Through  the  auspices  of  the  M.  A.  P.  C.  we  have  been  meeting  regularly 
with  MBTA  engineers  for  planning  sessions.  Although  at  this  writing 
no  definite  agreement  has  been  reached,  progress  is  made  at  each  meeting. 
Eventually,  we  shall  emerge  with  a  satisfactory  solution.  In  this 
connection,  certain  state  D.  P.  W.  grants  for  road  construction  totaling 
$100,  000  have  been  reserved  toward  expenses  connected  with  traffic  adjust¬ 
ments  and  Braintree's  share  of  the  by-pass  route  from  the  Highlands  to  the 
new  M.  B.  T.  A.  Station  location. 

The  Selectmen  again  repeat  our  belief  that  the  Board  and  the  Town 
desperately  need  the  services  of  a  full-time  Administrative  Assistant,  to 
cover  the  details,  provide  the  service,  and  coordinate  the  work.  We  hope 
that  reports  of  the  Business  Practices  and  D.  P.  W.  committees  may  stir 
up  enough  interest  to  warrant  the  Town  Meeting  to  again  consider  the 
appointment  of  an  Administrative  Assistant.

In  accordance  with  Section  I,  Article  V  of  the  By-Laws,  I  submit  here¬ 
with,  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  during  the 
calendar  year  1967. 

The  receipts  in  this  office  increased  $1,  348.  05  over  the  preceding  year 
to  an  all  time  high  of  $16,  707.  50.  This  increase  in  revenue  also  means  that 
the  work  load  being  handled  has  increased,  but  only  gives  you  a  partial 
picture  of  the  increase,  because  there  are  no  fees  connected  with  many  of 
the  services  and  duties  that  we  perform.  Also  this  does  not  take  into 
consideration  the  growing  complexities  of  the  job  of  Town  Clerk  as  the  town 
grows  and  new  laws  are  passed  which  add  additional  responsibilities  to  this 
office. 

However,  the  main  purpose  of  this  office  is  not  to  raise  revenue,  but 
instead  to  be  of  service  to  the  townspeople  of  Braintree.  We  have  helped 
many  people  solve  problems  in  this  my  first  year  as  Town  Clerk.  Service  is 
our  most  important  commodity.  It  will  always  be  rendered  with  courtesy  and 
a  smile  in  this  office. 

I  am  also  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Selectmen  to  try  and  get 
electronic  voting  as  a  permanent  system  as  soon  as  practicable.  This  type 
of  voting  will  result  in  substantial  savings  to  the  town  at  each  election. 

I  must  thank  my  dedicated  staff,  other  department  heads,  and  the  towns¬ 
people  for  the  co-operation  extended  to  me  in  my  first  year  as  your  Town 
Clerk.  Thank  you,  and  if  I  can  be  of  assistance  to  any  of  you,  in  any  way, 
come  in,  the  door  is  always  open.

Mrs.  Nicosia  submitted  the  Final  Report  of  the  Torrey  School 
Building  Committee  as  follows: 

The  Torrey  School  Building  Committee  was  appointed  on  April  15,  1963 
by  the  Moderator,  Mr.  John  J.  Canavan,  under  the  directive  of  the  March 
Town  Meeting.  Article  46,  as  voted,  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$2,  500.  00  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  working  plans,  employing  an 
architect  and  securing  bids  for  the  construction  of  a  kitchen  and  storage 
area  and  equipment  for  the  Noah  Torrey  Primary  School  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  a  committee  of  five,  one  being  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee.  Those  appointed  were  Mrs.  Carmelo  J.  Nicosia, 

Mr.  Robert  E.  Frazier,  Mr.  Robert  L.  Dawes,  Mr.  Howard  K.  Day  and 
School  Committeeman,  Mr.  Robert  J.  Barrett.  Mr.  John  H.  Stella,  then 
the  Principal  of  the  Noah  Torrey  School,  was  appointed  by  the  School 
Committee  to  serve  as  Educational  Consultant. 

Mr.  Richard  J.  Hatch  was  appointed  to  the  committee  on 
September  6,  1963  replacing  Mr.  Frazier  who  resigned. 

Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  the  all-important  task  of  inter¬ 
viewing,  screening  and  investigating  architects.  The  Boston  firm  of 
Clinch,  Crimp,  Brown  and  Fisher  was  chosen  to  prepare  the  necessary 
plans  and  working  drawings  for  public  bid.  The  Morrill  Construction 
Company  of  Acton,  Massachusetts  was  the  General  Contractor  submitting 
the  low  bid  of  $73,  233.  00. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  October  29,  1963,  favorable 
action  was  again  voted  this  project  under  Article  2  calling  for  the 
raising  and  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $86,  200  necessary  to  continue 
with  the  planning  of  the  school  addition. 

The  contract  was  awarded  and  construction  started.  Countless  hours 
were  spent  in  discussion,  deliberation  and  decision.  The  committee 
believes  that  the  completed  kitchen,  storage  areas  and  equipment 
represent  the  best  possible  solution  at  the  most  economical  cost  in  pro¬ 
viding  a  cafeteria  facility  to  best  serve  the  interest  of  the  children,  the 
school  and  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

The  School  Committee  voted  acceptance  of  the  addition  at  their 
meeting  on  May  18,  1966. 

All  necessary  forms  have  been  filed  with  the  School  Building 
Assistance  Commission  for  state  construction  grant  of  reimbursement  to 
the  Town  of  Braintree. 
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We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation  of  the  Liberty  School 
Building  Committee  in  joint  selection  of  an  architect  and  the  partial 
sharing  of  a  Project  Inspector  resulting  in  a  financial  advantage. 

Appreciation  is  also,  hereby,  expressed  to  the  School  Committee, 
to  School  Department  heads  and  their  personnel,  to  the  Town  Officers  and 
to  Town  Department  heads  and  their  personnel  with  whom  we  came  in 
contact  at  various  stages  in  our  committee  work.

The  main  theme  of  all  meetings  held  by  this  Committee  related  to i 
the  need  and  practicability  of  a  municipal  pool  or  pools  in  this  town.  The 
majority  of  the  members  felt  that  since  swimming  facilities  are  available 
at  Sunset  Lake  and  Swifts  Beach,  the  need  for  a  municipal  pool  is  question¬ 
able  at  this  time. 

It  was  the  feeling  of  the  Committee  that  if  existing  swimming 
facilities  need  to  be  supplemented,  it  would  require  the  construction  of  an 
enclosed  pool  which  would  provide  year  round  use.  In  all  probability,  the 
major  users  of  such  a  facility  would  be  children  of  school  age.  This  cop- 
clusion  was  reached  as  a  result  of  a  visit  by  the  undersigned  to  a  Greater 
Boston  community  which  operates  an  enclosed  pool. 

The  Committee  believes  that  a  pool  might  be  practical  if  it  were 
incorporated  in  the  plans  of  future  school  construction.  We  therefore

Report  of  Refuse  Study  Committee  to 
1967  Annual  Town  Meeting 
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URGENCY  OF  PROBLEM 


Our  previous  studies  and  those  by  our  Consulting  Engineers  indicate 
the  Union  Street  dump  is  the  last  remaining  refuse  disposal  area  in 
Braintree.  The  available  space  at  this  location  will  not  last  more  than 
two  years.  The  situation  has  become  even  more  critical  because  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority  will  require  a  portion  of  this 
property  soon. 

Our  Committee,  therefore,  requests  this  Town  Meeting  to  appropriate 
funds  for  the  preparation  of  final  designs,  contract  drawings  and  specifica¬ 
tions  for  a  new  incinerator.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  findings  of  a 
Report  on  Refuse  Disposal  as  prepared  by  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  our 
consulting  engineers,  dated  October  1966.  This  would  permit  the  Town  to 
bring  the  results  of  bidding  by  Contractors  before  the  1968  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  If  appropriations  for  construction  are  then  voted,  a  new 
incinerator  could  be  in  operation  by  July  1969.  This  would  be  none  too  soon. 

METHODS  OF  DISPOSAL 

The  choice  is  between  Sanitary  Landfill,  Composting  or  Incineration, 
as  these  are  the  only  methods  approved  by  Public  Health  authorities. 

Sanitary  Landfill,  while  it  is  the  least  expensive,  cannot  be  used 
because  of  the  lack  of  available  land. 

Composting  has  yet  to  be  proven  as  satisfactory  in  any  of  the  cities 
in  the  United  States  where  it  has  been  tried.  Recent  marketing  surveys 
have  indicated  that  it  is  difficult  to  dispose  of  the  composted  material.  A 
composting  plant  will  require  twice  as  much  dumping  space  for  residue  as 
an  incinerator.  The  operating  and  capital  costs  are  at  least  as  expensive 
as  for  incinerators,  according  to  recent  studies  by  our  engineers. 

Incineration  is  the  only  proven  method  which  is  available  to 
Braintree.  Substantial  savings  can  be  made  if  a  cooperative  arrangement 
could  be  made  with  Quincy  and  neighboring  towns.  However,  no  commit¬ 
ments  could  be  obtained  at  this  time.  We  have  arranged  so  that  our  plant 
can  be  enlarged  to  care  for  them  in  the  future.

HOW  WILL  PLANT  OPERATE 

Refuse  will  be  brought  to  the  incinerator  and  dumped  into  the  refuse 
storage  bin.  It  will  be  picked  up  by  a  grab  bucket  crane  and  discharged 
into  the  hoppers  to  be  fed  continuously  into  the  furnaces.  The  material  is 
charged  onto  a  grate  where  combustion  begins.  It  is  vibrated  along  to 
additional  grates  to  complete  the  burning.  The  residue  ash  falls  into 
containers  and  it  is  hauled  to  the  disposal  area. 

Residue  from  the  incinerator  can  be  used  as  fill  material  on  the 
site  for  at  least  15  years.  Nearby  property  owners  have  indicated  a 
desire  for  this  type  of  fill  and  no  difficulty  is  expected  with  disposal  over 
a  longer  period  of  time. 

The  nuisances  of  odors  and  smoke  are  eliminated  by  maintaining 
furnace  temperatures  above  1400°  Fahrenheit.  Fly  ash  is  removed  by 
means  of  electrostatic  precipitators.  Air  pollution  control  legislation 
has  changed  design  requirements  of  incinerators  and  has  caused  greatly 
increased  construction  costs.  Cooling  of  flue  gases  prior  to  entering  the 
precipitators  is  accomplished  by  steam  generation.  Preliminary  designs 
provide  for  condensing  the  steam  at  the  plant.  Industrial  plants  in  the 
vicinity  have  indicated  an  interest  in  purchasing  the  steam  and  this  will  be 
developed  further  in  the  design  stage. 

Bulky  metal  objects  unsuited  for  incineration  can  be  buried  with 
the  ash  residue  on  the  site.  Scrap  metal,  junk  cars,  refrigerators, 
stoves,  etc.  can  now  be  hauled  to  the  new  plant  in  Everett  for  disposal. 
The  payment  there,  at  present,  of  $13.  00  per  ton  should  more  than  offset 
the  cost  of  hauling.

ARTICLE  2. 

Mr.  Mollica  presented  the  Report  of  the  Monatiquot  and  Farm  Rivers 
Study  Committee  as  follows: 

Our  committee  met  on  numerous  occasions  throughout  the  year  just 
ending.  Our  report  hinges  primarily  on  the  report  of  U.  S.  Army  Corps 
of  Engineers'  study  of  flood  conditions,  flood  control,  and  the  feasibility  of 
Federal  participation  in  an  overall  flood  control  project  in  the  Monatiquot 
River  and  Farm  River  valleys.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  "Rivers"  study 
committee,  the  selectmen  requested  Federal  assistance  under  the  Small 
Projects  Authority  of  Section  205  of  the  1948  Flood  Control  Act,  as  amended; 
this  request  being  made  by  letter  dated  February  4,  1966  and  signed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

A  summary  of  this  report  follows: 

The  Monatiquot  River  watershed  has  a  drainage  area  of  29.  4  square 
miles  which  discharges  into  Weymouth  Fore  River.  The  drainage  area 
includes  sections  of  Abington,  Avon,  Braintree,  Brockton,  Canton, 

Holbrook,  Milton,  Quincy,  Randolph  and  Stoughton.  The  Monatiquot  River 
forms  at  the  confluence  of  the  Farm  and  Cochato  Rivers  and  flows  through 
Braintree  for  a  length  of  about  4.  6  miles.  The  River  flows  underneath 
13  road  bridges,  5  railroad  crossings  and  over  3  industrial  dams. 

The  Town  of  Braintree  sustained  substantial  damage  along  the 
Monatiquot  River  in  August  1955  from  Hurricane  Diane.  In  1960,  at  the 
request  of  the  Braintree  Flood  Control  Committee,  this  office  (Army 
Engineers)  concluded  studies  for  flood  protection  along  the  Monatiquot 
River.  There  was  insufficient  justification  to  warrant  Federal  participation 
because  of  high  costs  of  replacing  existing  bridges  and  modification  of 
privately  owned  dams. 

Since  1960,  East  Braintree  Finishing  Co.  has  been  razed  eliminating 
further  need  for  their  industrial  dam  at  Factory  Pond.  Also,  several 
new  industrial  establishments  have  been  built  in  the  flood  prone  area. 

Current  investigations  reveal  that  remedial  measures  for  flood 
protection  would  consist  of  channel  improvements,  replacement  of  several 
bridges  and  modifications  at  3  dams. 

From  Shaw  Street  to  River  Street,  a  river  distance  of  1.  9  miles,  the 
following  was  found:  Shaw  St.  bridge.  Factory  Mill  Rd.  bridge  and  New 
Haven  R.  R.  bridge  have  adequate  openings  for  flood  protection  to  pass 
experience  floods.  Commercial  St.  bridge  needs  replacing.  As  we  continue 
upstream  two  R.  R.  bridges  and  Middle  St.  bridge  appear  adequate.  Upper 
and  Lower  Adams  St.  bridges  and  River  St.  bridges  need  replacing. 
Replacement  of  the  aforementioned  inadequate  bridges,  removal  of  Factory 
Pond  Dam  and  channel  improvements  would  conclude  a  plan  of  flood  pro¬ 
tection  along  this  reach  of  the  Monatiquot  River. 

From  River  St.  to  Farm  and  Cochato  Rivers  confluence  is  a  distance 
of  2.  7  miles.  Union  St.  bridge.  Pearl  St.  bridge,  Jefferson  St.  bridge  and 
R.  R.  bridge  at  Hollingsworth  Pond  are  considered  adequate. 

The  two  existing  dams  at  Hollingsworth  and  Ames  Ponds  should  be 
modified  in  order  to  lower  flood  stages.  Two  highway  bridges  and  one  R.  R.

bridge  at  Hancock  and  Plain  Streets  should  be  replaced.  Channel  improve¬ 
ments  along  this  reach  would  complete  a  flood  control  plan. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  work  amounts  to  $400,  000  of  which 
$320,  000  would  be  the  local  share. 

I  would  like  to  add  here  that  the  high  cost  is  primarily  due  to  the 
replacement  of  so  many  inadequate  and  antiquated  bridges. 

Headwaters  of  the  Monatiquot  River  were  also  investigated.  The 
Cochato  and  Farm  Rivers  for  the  most  part  flow  through  swampy  marshland 
which  act  as  a  natural  flood  plain.  The  Farm  River  in  the  Blue  Hills  Range 
is  being  developed  along  its  flood  plains.  Two  industrial  developments  have 
severely  encroached  upon  what  was  once  a  natural  water  retention  area.  In 
the  past,  these  swamp  areas  have  been  quite  beneficial  in  preventing  rapid 
run-off  during  periods  of  heavy  precipitation.  In  addition,  developers  have 
installed  inadequate  drainage  facilities,  particularly,  new  culverts  under 
entrance  roads.  A  combination  of  large  paved  areas  and  undersized  culverts 
make  this  industrial  property  highly  flood  prone.  This  encroachment  on 
flood  plain  will  cause  increases  in  flood  heights  by  reducing  natural  storage 
area  of  flood  waters  and  more  extensive  damages  may  be  incurred  down¬ 
stream  along  the  Monatiquot  River. 

Because  of  high  cost  of  new  local  highway  bridges  and  modifications 
to  existing  dams  and  because  benefits  derived  could  amount  to  50%  of  cost 
of  flood  protection,  there  is  insufficient  justification  to  warrant  Federal 
participation  in  a  flood  protection  project  in  Braintree. 

In  summary,  the  flood  problem  along  the  Monatiquot  River  is 
primarily  a  local  problem.

In  conclusion,  the  mind  of  the  Committee  is  that  since  qualified, 
trained  and  experienced  Corps  of  Engineers  personnel  has  recognized  a 
flood  problem  and  has  termed  it  primarily  a  local  problem,  we  strongly 
recommend  local  remedial  measures  to  alleviate  this  problem.  These 
measures  are: 

(1)  Improving  channel  of  Monatiquot  River  by  removing  silt, 
rocks,  debris  immediately. 

(2)  Local  control  of  dams  to  control  flow  and  level  of  the  river 
especially  before  and  during  heavy  precipitation. 

and  (3 )  Replacement  of  existing  inadequate  bridges  over  a  period  of  years.

Mr.  O'Brien  presented  the  Report  of  the  Watson  Park  Study 
Committee  as  follows: 

The  Watson  Park  Study  Committee's  long  range  plan,  as  prepared 
two  years  ago,  recommended  #1  -  the  acceptance  of  Gordon  Road  as  a 
Town  Way  -  #2  -  that  the  new  branch  library  be  built  on  the  spot  designated 
by  the  Library  Committee  -  the  northwest  corner  of  Watson  Park,  immediat¬ 
ely  adjacent  to  Quincy  Ave.  ,  Gordon  Road  and  the  Braintree  Yacht  Club. 

The  first  of  these  recommendations  has  already  been  acted  upon  and 
is,  in  fact,  completed. 

The  new  branch  library  has  received  unqualified  support  from  all 
sides  and  seems  a  certainty  in  the  near  future. 

The  initial  meeting  of  the  Committee  this  year  was  an  organization 
meeting  necessitated  by  the  unfortunate  death  of  our  tireless  Chairman, 
Walter  Delorey.  At  the  meeting  Roger  Amann  was  elected  Chairman  and 
Jospeh  O' Brien,  Secretary. 

The  Committee  felt  that  another  of  the  long  range  recommendations 
demanded  top  priority,  the  revamping  of  the  main  baseball  diamond  and 
the  relocation  of  the  smaller  children's  play  area. 

There  are  many  logical  reasons  for  taking  immediate  action  in  this 

area: 

1.  Residents  on  Gordon  Road  have  complained  about  balls 
hitting  their  houses. 

2.  There  is  a  definite  lack  of  first  class  baseball  fields  in  the 
town  -  the  latest  incident  being  the  refusal  of  an  out-of-town 
team  to  play  a  championship  game  on  a  town  field  and  the 
subsequent  removal  of  the  game  to  Thayer  Academy's  field. 

3.  The  children's  playing  area  is  in  a  very  dangerous  position, 
immediately  adjacent  to  1st  base.  Thrown  balls  and  batted 
balls  go  into  this  area  with  regularity.  Serious  accidents  have 
taken  place  and  it  is  very  fortunate  that  a  fatality  has  never 
occurred.  This  is  a  situation  that  should  not  be  tolerated  a 
moment  more  than  necessary.  The  Committee  feels  very 
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strongly  that  this  should  be  corrected  immediately. 

The  Committee,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Park  Department  and 
Superintendent,  Charlie  Abell,  investigated  every  possibility.  The  best 
possible  solution,  with  the  existing  facility,  was  the  moving  back  of  the 
present  diamond  and  the  relocation  of  the  children's  play  area. 

The  sum  involved  in  this  operation  is  a  nominal  one  and  the 
Committee  sincerely  feels  that  the  work  should  be  carried  out  before  the 
current  baseball  season,  thus  minimizing  the  chance  of  an  accident. 

There  are  many  long  range  objectives  in  the  Watson  Park  area  but 
none  that  will  more  vitally  affect  the  welfare  of  the  children. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  the  Town  Departments  -  all  the 
Civic  Groups  and  all  the  private  citizens  whose  suggestions  were  received 
and  welcomed.

Dr.  Jones  presented  the  Report  of  Secondary  School  Needs  Study 
Committee  as  follows: 
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Under  Article  31  of  the  1966  Annual  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted, 

"that  a  committee  of  nine  be  appointed,  seven  by  the  Moderator  and  two 
by  and  from  the  School  Committee,  to  study  the  future  Secondary  School 
needs  of  the  town  and  report  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting.  "  The 
Moderator  appointed:  Jack  R.  Ainsleigh,  William  O.  Chatfield, 

Mrs.  John  T.  Grabosky,  William  M.  Gustin,  James  P.  Jones,  John  D. Keefe, 
and  James  E.  Sullivan.  The  School  Committee  appointed:  Roger  W.  Arnold 
and  Mrs.  Ruth  W.  Shuster.  The  Committee  organized  on  May  19,  1966 
and  the  following  were  elected: 

Dr.  James  P.  Jones,  Chairman 

Mrs.  John  T.  Grabosky,  Vice-Chairman 

Mrs.  Ruth  W.  Shuster,  Secretary 

Committee  meetings  resulted  in  over  one  hundred  hours  of  discussion 
and  many  more  hours  have  been  devoted  to  sub- committee  meetings  and 
research. 

Consultations  were  held  with  the  Superintendent  and  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  with  the  chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  and 
with  the  School  Committee.  We  also  held  discussions  with  Secondary 
School  Administrators  from  Braintree,  Brookline,  Newton  and  Natick. 

FINDINGS: 

A.  Grade  Groupings 

At  the  present  time,  the  Braintree  Public  Schools  are 
theoretically  structured  on  an  Elementary  (Kindergarten  -  6), 

Junior  High  (7  -  9),  Senior  High  (10  -  12)  class  grouping. 

The  Committee  found  that  due  to  a  lack  of  space.  Elementary 
schools  have  various  class  groupings  ranging  from  K-4  to  K-5  and 
K-6.  Of  the  22  grade  6  classes,  17  are  in  Elementary  schools, 

2  are  in  the  East  Junior  High,  and  3  in  the  Hollis  School.  All  of 
the  10th  Grade  is  housed  in  the  Hollis  School.  The  High  School 
building  encompasses  the  11th  and  12th  Grades. 

B.  Buildings  Survey 

The  Committee  toured  Braintree  High  School  and  the  Hollis 
building.  We  found  that  the  High  School  has  inadequate  study  and 
library  facilities;  classrooms  are  small  and  crowded;  the  auditorium 
is  inadequate  for  present  enrollment;  and  there  is  an  unsatisfactory 
cafeteria  facility.  The  Committee  toured  the  East  Junior  High 
School.  This  school,  which  is  one  of  the  finest  structures  owned 
by  the  school  system,  has  a  total  enrollment  of  1200  students. 

Although  East  Junior  High  is  located  on  a  46  acre  site,  addition  of 
classrooms  would  necessitate  major  changes  in  the  heating  plant, 
cafeteria,  auditorium  and  gym  facilities.  This  would  make  con¬ 
version  to  a  high  school  a  very  expensive  proposition  and  would 
not  solve  the  over -all  space  problems  at  the  elementary  and  junior 
high  levels.  The  South  Junior  High  School,  as  seen  by  the  Committee, 
does  not  provide  for  any  building  additions. 

C.  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational- Technical  High  School 

The  Committee  considered  the  impact  of  the  Blue  Hills  Regional 
School  relative  to  its  effect  on  enrollments.  There  are  86  students 
from  Braintree  enrolled  at  the  Regional  School.  Projections  indicate 
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that  it  is  unlikely  that  more  than  150  high  school  level  students 
from  Braintree  will  be  enrolled  in  this  school.  It  is  evident  that 
the  Regional  School,  which  has  a  highly  specialized  and  education¬ 
ally  necessary  program,  will  not  have  a  significant  impact  in  terms 
of  enrollment  on  the  Braintree  Schools. 

D.  Actual  and  Projected  Enrollments 

During  1966,  the  Committee  had  for  deliberation,  school 
enrollment  projections  made  by  various  educational  groups.  When 
actual  1966-67  Braintree  School  enrollment  figures  became  available, 
the  total  enrollment  exceeded  projections  for  this  school  year.  In 
fact,  they  exceeded  projections  for  1970. 

The  1965  Massachusetts  Census  indicates  a  population  growth 
in  Braintree  of  27%  over  1955.  During  the  same  period  school 
enrollments  increased  29%.  The  Committee  feels  this  growth 
will  continue.  Therefore,  projections  were  made  by  the 
Committee  for  the  next  five  years  based  on  an  assumption  that 
the  school  population  will  increase  during  that  period  at  about 
the  same  rate  as  the  preceding  five  years.  From  these  projections 
it  is  estimated  that  by  1970  the  Braintree  school  enrollment  will 
increase  to  9100  (8271  today).  High  School  enrollment  (9-12)  will 
be  2550  (2175  today)  and  Junior  High  (6-8)  will  be  2200  (2047  today). 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

The  Study  Committee  has  arrived  at  the  following  proposals  and 
recommendations  based  on  the  findings  and  projected  enrollment  figures, 
as  previously  outlined  in  this  report. 

A.  RECOMMENDATION  TO  THE  BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE: 

TO  REGROUP  CLASSES  IN  THE  BRAINTREE  PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS  AS  FOLLOWS: 

KINDERGARTEN  THROUGH  FIFTH  GRADE  AS  ELEMENTARY 

SIXTH  GRADE  THROUGH  EIGHTH  GRADE  AS  JUNIOR  HIGH 

NINTH  GRADE  THROUGH  TWELFTH  GRADE  AS  SENIOR  HIGH 


The  Committee  recommendation  for  this  grade  grouping  recognizes 
the  social  maturity  and  mental  capabilities  of  today's  students;  the 
students'  ability  to  absorb  the  concepts  and  skills  of  advancing  fields  of 
knowledge;  and  the  need  to  develop  these  potentials  under  the  guidance  and 
training  of  subject-matter  specialists  found  in  the  more  advanced  grades. 

The  Committee  has  found  that  these  conclusions  are  compatible  with 
those  recommendations  advanced  by  many  outstanding  educational  special¬ 
ists  for  today's  secondary  schools,  and  are  generally  the  consensus  of 
school  administrators  in  the  Town  of  Braintree.  The  Wilson  Report  and 
the  study  of  the  Cambridge  Consultants,  previous  studies  of  the  Braintree 
Public  Schools,  have  recommended  this  class  grouping. 

Thus,  this  proposed  grade  grouping  would  be  an  attempt  to  utilize 
the  best  educational  facilities  and  practices  and  to  match  this  with  the 
greatest  utility  of  plant  space.  This  program  the  Committee  believes  is 
educationally  sound  and  economically  feasible. 
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B.  RECOMMENDATION  TO  THE  BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE: 


TO  CONVERT  HOLLIS  SCHOOL  FOR  USE  AS  AN  ELEMENTARY 

SCHOOL  WITH  CLASSES  KINDERGARTEN  THROUGH  FIFTH 

GRADE 


The  original  Hollis  building  was  constructed  in  1912  and  was  used 
as  an  elementary  school.  In  1955  a  17  room  addition  was  placed  on  the 
Hollis  School  and  the  29  rooms  were  then  used  as  a  Junior  High  School 
for  two  years  and  subsequently  became,  the  10th  Grade  for  the  High  School. 
At  the  present  time,  this  building  houses  the  entire  10th  Grade  population 
of  the  town  and  three  6th  Grade  classes. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Hollis  Building  be  returned  to 
use  as  an  elementary  school.  Grades  K-5  inclusive.  This  would  demand  a 
minimum  of  structural  changes  to  the  existing  facilities.  The  inclusion  of 
the  Hollis  School  for  elementary  grades  would  help  alleviate  overcrowding 
in  other  elementary  schools. 

The  10th  Grade  class  should  rightfully  be  incorporated  into  a  senior 
high  school  facility  since  isolation  of  the  10th  Grade  from  the  remaining 
high  school  grades  is  not  considered  administratively  or  educationally 
desirable. 

C.  RECOMMENDATION  TO  THE  BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

TO  USE  THE  PRESENT  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING  FOR  GRADES 

6-8  INCLUSIVE;  THAT  THE  BRAINTREE  PUBLIC  SCHOOL 
ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  BE  MOVED  INTO  THE  PRESENT 

HIGH  SCHOOL;  THAT  THE  PRESENT  ADMINISTRATIVE 

OFFICES  ON  TREMONT  STREET  BE  DISPOSED  OF  AND  ANY 
MONIES  RECEIVED  FROM  THIS  PROPERTY  BE  USED  TO 
HELP  DEFRAY  COSTS  OF  RENOVATION  AT  THE  HIGH 
SCHOOL 


At  the  present  time,  the  Junior  High  School  facilities  in  the  Town 
have  almost  reached  their  pupil  saturation  point.  The  Committee 
recommends  that  the  present  High  School  facility  be  used  for  Junior  High 
School.  This  would  provide  for  increased  student  enrollment  for  Grades 
6-8  and  would  alleviate  student  enrollments  in  other  existing  Junion  High 
School  buildings. 

The  Committee  also  recommends  the  centralization  of  school 
administrative  offices  in  larger  quarters  that  could  be  provided  at  the  High 
School  in  that  section  of  the  building  not  utilized  by  the  Junior  High  grades. 
This  recommendation  is  in  recognition  of  the  inadequacy  and  congestion  of 
the  administrative  offices  on  Tremont  Street. 

The  Committee  also  recognizes  that  the  disposition  of  school 
properties  is  the  prerogative  of  the  School  Committee.  Thus,  the 
recommendation  to  the  School  Committee  is  that  with  the  disposal  of  the 
Tremont  Street  property,  the  monies  from  the  sale  of  such  property  be 
used  to  defray  expenses  of  renovation  at  the  High  School. 

D.  RECOMMENDATION  TO  THE  BRAINTREE  TOWN  MEETING: 


THAT  A  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  BE  APPOINTED  TO  CON- 
STRUCT  A  NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING  ON  SCHOOL 

PROPERTY  AT  SUNSET  LAKE  TO  ENCOMPASS  GRADES 

9-12  INCLUSIVE. 
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The  present  site  of  the  High  School  is  insufficient  to  meet  increased 
enrollment  without  extensive  land- taking  by  eminent  domain.  Also,  facili¬ 
ties  at  the  High  School  are  inadequate  for  present  educational  needs  and 
provide  little  opportunity  for  expanding  curricula.  Expansion  of  the  high 
school  curricula  must  be  provided  for  the  introduction  of  new  skills  that 
our  schools  may  keep  pace  with  educational  advancements  necessary  to 
equip  students  for  the  occupational  tasks  in  the  years  ahead. 

To  obtain  the  necessary  acreage  to  provide  for  additional  buildings 
at  the  present  High  School  site,  the  Committee  does  not  recommend  the 
taking  of  properties  adjacent  to  the  High  School.  Besides  the  obvious 
disadvantages  and  expenses  accrued  by  the  Town  for  eminent  domain  pro¬ 
cedures;  the  relocation  of  established  business  and  residential  areas 
effected;  the  removal  of  tax  properties  from  the  assessment  rolls,  this 
action  does  not  solve  the  secondary  school  needs. 

The  Committee  recommendations  would  utilize  the  existing  school 
property  on  Sunset  Lake  for  construction  of  the  new  High  School.  By  using 
the  Sunset  Lake  site  for  a  High  School,  the  Town  will  realize  one  additional 
school  building  for  the  elementary  grades  (Hollis  Building)  and  one 
additional  facility  for  a  Junior  High  School  (High  School  Building). 

SUMMARY: 

At  the  instruction  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1966,  this 
Committee  was  appointed  to  study  the  secondary  school  needs.  The 
Committee  began  its  deliberations  and  was  soon  confronted  with  the  problem 
that  any  recommendations  they  might  make  for  the  secondary  schools  would, 
of  necessity,  effect  the  over -all  alignment  of  class  groupings  and  plant 
facilities.  Thus,  the  Committee  began  its  study  of  the  entire  educational 
structure  of  the  Town  as  it  relates  to  the  secondary  schools. 

Projections  of  future  student  enrollments  must  be  considered  only 
as  guide  lines  of  growth.  In  all  instances  of  student  enrollment  projections, 
however,  increased  student  population  may  be  expected  to  continue  for  the 
next  five  to  ten  years.  As  a  result,  the  number  of  students  per  classroom 
will  greatly  exceed  the  educationally  recommended  student- teacher  ratio. 
School  building  construction  in  the  Town  has  not  always  kept  with  student 
enrollments. 

The  organization  of  our  educational  system,  while  subscribing  to  a 
K-6-3-3  grade  grouping,  could  not  of  necessity  be  maintained  because  of 
the  plant  facilities  within  the  Town.  The  Committee  found  that  a  change  in 
this  class  arrangement  would  not  only  better  serve  the  educational  needs  of 
the  students,  but  would  provide  a  better  utilization  of  existing  plant 
facilities  and  at  the  same  time  provide  some  measure  of  relief  in  building 
space  in  the  lower  and  middle  grades.  The  Committee  in  its  recommenda¬ 
tions  has  attempted  to  alleviate  the  overcrowding  in  classrooms  at  all 
grade  levels. 

To  implement  this  plan,  the  Committee  recommended  changes  in  the 
use  of  certain  school  buildings;  1)  The  Hollis  School  returned  for  use  of 
Grades  K-5,  2)  The  High  School  to  become  a  Junior  High  School  of 

Grades  6-8  and  the  administrative  offices  of  the  Braintree  Public  Schools, 

3)  Construction  of  a  new  4  year  high  school  at  Sunset  Lake.  A  new  4  year 
high  school  is  consistent  with  the  findings  of  the  Wilson  Report  (1950)  and 
with  the  report  of  the  Cambridge  Consultants  (1958).  The  recommendation 
for  a  new  4  year  high  school  has  also  been  endorsed  by  the  Braintree 
School  Committee  (1967).  Thus  by  this  recommendation,  the  Town  would 
realize  one  additional  building,  the  Hollis  Building  for  elementary  grades. 
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and  one  additional  building,  the  present  High  School,  for  a  Junior  High 
School. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  stress  that  the  recommendations  of  this 
report  are  for  a  developmental  program  for  the  secondary  schools.  It  is 
imperative  to  implement  this  program  immediately.  Any  delay  of  this 
program  reduces  the  attainment  of  educational  objectives  that  we  expect 
of  our  school  and  increases  the  cost  to  provide  the  educational  facilities 
necessary  for  our  children's  well-being.  The  Committee  estimates  the 
time  necessary  to  complete  this  program  is  5  years. 

The  Committee  recognizes  that  the  implementation  of  its  program 
resides  in  the  School  Committee  for  the  administrative  directives  necessary 
to  carry  out  these  recommendations.  The  Committee  also  recognizes  that 
the  Town  Meeting  must  accept  this  report  and  commit  the  Town  to  a  High 
School  Building  program.  Thus,  the  Committee,  respectfully  requests  the 
combined  efforts  of  these  two  groups  to  fulfill  the  proposals  of  this  report.

Among  the  many  actions  taken 
to  assure  a  continued  reserve  was  to  transfer  the  contents  of  Sunset  Lake  to 
Great  Pond,  and  later,  when  the  danger  of  the  drought  had  subsided, 
returning  this  supply  to  Sunset  Lake  so  that  normal  use  of  that  Lake  was 
available  for  the  1966  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Program. 

For  their  great  foresight,  and  for  having  worked  hours,  days  and 
weeks  well  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  to  assure  an  adequate  water 
supply  for  all  of  our  citizens

Mr.  Collins  presented  the  report  of  the  Study  Committee  on  Fiscal 
Autonomy  of  the  School  Committee  as  follows: 

The  study  of  this  committee  began  with  the  creation  of  local  School 
Committees  in  colonial  times  as  towns  first  began  to  organize  in  this 
country  and  specifically  in  this  Commonwealth.  We  traced  the  development 
of  the  School  Committees,  both  by  legislation  and  judicial  interpretation 
thereof,  to  the  present  date.  In  general,  our  findings  indicated  that  the 
School  Committees  in  Massachusetts  began  as  independent  authorities  with 
fiscal  budgetary  autonomy  and  the  legislature  and  courts  have  strengthened 
that  position  and  to  date  have  demonstrated  no  willingness  to  make  any 
inroads  on  that  autonomy.  Any  change  in  the  present  system  would  have  to 
emanate  from  the  Legislature. 
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In  considering  the  wisdom  of  recommending  any  change  to  the  Town 
Meeting,  the  Committee  here  reporting  at  open  meetings  discussed  the 
relative  merits  and  corresponding  shortcomings  of  the  present  system.  The 
result  of  our  study  and  deliberation  was  a  three  to  two  final  vote  in  favor  of 
recommending  no  change  in  the  existing  legislative  system  to  the  Town 
Meeting. 

The  majority  position  in  general  felt  that  there  were  adequate  existing 
safeguards  regarding  School  Committee  financial  responsibility  stressing 
that  School  Committee  members  are  elected  directly  by  the  town  voters. 

The  minority  favored  a  proposal  to  allow  the  Town  Meeting  to  delete  or 
alter  items  of  a  School  Committee  budget  only  by  a  vote  of  eighty  percent 
of  those  Town  Meeting  Members  present  and  voting. 

In  keeping  with  the  authority  delegated  to  this  Committee  and 
prompted  by  a  vote  of  this  Committee,  all  members  being  present  and 
recorded,  on  January  23,  1967,  we  hereby  recommend  to  the  Town  Meeting 
that  no  action  be  taken  relative  to  requesting  amendment  of  existing 
legislation  in  the  area  of  School  Committee  fiscal  budgetary  autonomy.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:53  o'clock  in  the  evening  by 
the  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Robert  N.  Bruynell. 

Prayer  for  Divine  Guidance  was  offered  by  Rev.  John  R.  Dallinger, 
Pastor  of  the  Emanuel  Episcopal  Church  of  Braintree. 
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There  were  214  Town  Meeting  Members  present.

SENTIMENTS  ON  THE  PASSING  OF  JOHN  JAMES  CANA  VAN 

All  too  often  we  earthly  mortals  are  confronted  with  the  information 
that  one  whom  we  all  have  respected  and  admired  for  many  years  is  no 
longer  with  us.  One  such  unfortunate  instance  occurred  on  the  morning 
of  April  19,  1967  when  the  citizens  of  Braintree  were  shocked  to  learn 
that  our  Moderator,  JOHN  JAMES  CANA  VAN  had  been  called  Home  by  our 


Maker. 


JOHN  CANA  VAN  lived  a  busy,  objective  and  fruitful  nearly  sixty- two 
years.  He  was  a  real  Christian,  strongly  devout  and  fiercely  loyal  to  his 
Church,  the  Sacret  Heart  Church  of  Weymouth  Landing. 

He  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts  on  July  15,  1905  and 
later  was  graduated  from  the  Cambridge  High  and  Latin  School.  He  then 
received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  from  Boston  University,  and 
completed  his  collegiate  work  with  the  award  of  a  Master's  of  Business 
Administration  Degree  from  Harvard  Business  School.  As  an  under¬ 
graduate,  he  was  elected  to  the  national  honor  society  Beta  Gamma  Sigma 
and  was  further  honored  at  Harvard  by  being  elected  to  the  Harvard 
Business  Review  Board. 

On  June  20,  1932  he  was  joined  in  marriage  to  Doris  Frances 
Alexander  of  Braintree.  There  were  six  children  born  to  this  devoted 
couple:  John  J.  ,  Jr.  ,  Alexander  M.  and  George  T.  (twins),  Louise  J. 
and  Marie  F.  (also  twins),  all  of  whom  survive,  and  Ann  D.  who  passed 
away  in  her  infancy.  Four  grandchildren  also  survive. 

His  fraternal  associations  included  membership  in  the  Holy  Name 
and  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Societies  of  the  Sacret  Heart  Church,  and  the 
Clover  and  Rotary  Clubs  of  Boston.  He  was  Rotary  president  during 
1963  -  1964. 

Our  Moderator  was  eminently  successful  in  the  business  world,  in 
which  he  first  served  as  credit  manager  of  Conrad's  in  Boston  for  thirteen 
years  and  as  an  operating  committee  member  of  the  Credit  Bureau  of 
Greater  Boston  during  that  period.  In  April,  1940,  he  was  considered 
and  was  overwhelmingly  elected  as  General  Manager  of  the  Credit  Bureau 
of  Greater  Boston  where  he  continued  to  serve  until  the  time  of  his  passing. 
He  was  recognized  locally,  statewide  and  nationally  as  an  outstanding  leader 
in  his  field. 

After  moving  to  Braintree  in  1932,  John  became  vitally  interested 
in  town  affairs  and  attended  many  town  meetings  under  our  original  open 
town  meeting  law.  After  acceptance  by  the  town  in  1938  of  Chapter  17, 

Acts  of  1937  establishing  the  Representative  Town  Government  by  Limited 
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Town  Meeting,  he  filed  nomination  papers,  was  elected  and  became  one  of 
the  original  members  in  March  of  1939.  He  continued  in  that  office,  with 
the  exception  of  one  year,  until  he  resigned  when  he  became  our  Moderator 
in  1962.  Although  continually  recognizing  charter  members  at  several 
Town  Meetings,  he  never,  under  any  circumstance,  even  hinted  that  he,  too, 
was  elected  to  that  office  at  the  first  election  in  1939.  He  was  appointed  to 
the  Finance  Committee  on  two  occasions  for  three  years  each,  in  1941  and 
again  in  1949.  He  served  as  its  chairman  in  1950. 

On  March  5,  1962,  JOHN  J.  CANA  VAN  was  elected  Moderator  of 
the  Town  of  Braintree  from  a  field  of  four  candidates  and  was  re-elected 
annually  at  the  five  succeeding  elections. 

JOHN  CANA  VAN  possessed  a  great  desire  to  do  right  and  accom¬ 
plish  that  which  was  asked  and  expected  of  him.  He  was  so  efficient  that 
all  fifty- seven  committee  appointments  authorized  by  the  1967  Town 
Meeting  which  concluded  on  March  28,  were  made  in  the  twenty-two  days 
before  his  death;  a  tribute  to  his  loyalty  and  efficiency. 

As  a  Town  Meeting  member,  he  was  fair  and  impartial,  always 
willing  and  anxious  to  assist  the  less  informed  members.  Within  the 
framework  of  the  rules  of  conduct  of  the  meeting,  he  sought  to  protect 
their  rights  so  that  they  might  accomplish  their  objectives. 

As  the  Moderator,  he  continually  saw  to  it  that  all  members  knew 
the  subject  under  discussion  to  enable  them  to  vote  consistent  with  their 
thinking. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  THAT  in  the  passing  of  JOHN  JAMES  CANA  VAN, 
the  Town  of  Braintree  has  been  deprived  of  the  services  of  a  fine, 
respected  citizen  who  had  contributed  so  much  to  it,  and  that 
MRS.  CANA  VAN  and  the  children  have  lost  a  loving  and  devoted  husband 
and  father; 

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  THAT  these  sentiments  be 
spread  upon  the  records  of  this  September  25th,  1967  Town  Meeting  and 
that  the  Town  Clerk  deliver  a  copy  of  them  to  his  widow  and  partner, 

DORIS  A.  CANA  VAN.

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REPORT  OF 

SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Braintree: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control 
Project's  activities  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  for  the  year  ending 
October  31,  1967. 

The  Town  of  Braintree  appropriated  $6,  000  for  mosquito  control 
in  1967.  This  appropriation  was  expended  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito 
Control  Project  in  effort  toward  a  better  control  of  mosquitoes  in  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 

The  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project,  authorized  and  acts 
under  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  252,  Section  59, 
mosquito  control  provisions  and  Chapter  112,  Acts  of  1931,  pertaining  to 
ditch  maintenance  of  the  salt  marsh.  The  Project  is  a  year  round  coopera¬ 
tive  effort  embracing  the  City  of  Quincy  and  Towns  of  Braintree,  Cohasset, 
Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Nor  well,  Scituate  and  Weymouth, 
covering  a  total  area  of  172.  21  square  miles,  serving  a  population  in 
excess  of  223, 000. 

The  Project  continued  to  base  its  operation  on  a  three-phase 
mosquito  reduction  program,  giving  priority  in  this  order: 

1.  Source  reduction,  by  proper  ditch  maintenance  and  water 
manipulation  the  mosquito's  breeding  areas  are  eliminated, 

2.  Reduction  aJ_ the  source,  with  small  amounts  of  insecticides 
applied  at  a  breeding  source  properly  timed  could  destroy  mosquito 
larvae  and  pupae  by  the  millions, 

3.  Adult  Control,  the  reduction  of  the  adult  or  flying  mosquito 
by  means  of  space  spraying  or  thermal  fogging. 

With  this  as  the  basic  plan  for  mosquito  control,  the  following  was 
accomplished  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  this  past  year. 

Source  Reduction 


2775  feet  of  existing  drainage  ways  were  cleared  of  their  blockages. 
All  this  to  prevent  water  from  becoming  stagnant  enough  to  produce 
mosquitoes. 

Reduction  at  the  Source 

250  acres  of  small  isolated  woodland  swamps  were  prehatch  treated 
with  insecticidal  dust  upon  the  ice  during  the  winter  months  by  bellows 
pack  duster  to  prevent  mosquito  eggs  and  larvae  from  developing. 

675  acres  of  larger  swamp  areas  were  aerial  sprayed  by  fixed  wing 
type  aircraft  to  prevent  the  development  of  the  early  spring  mosquito 
larvae. 

Throughout  the  summer  season  many  wet  areas  such  as  salt  marsh, 
quarries,  rock  pools,  temporary  woodland  pools,  roadside  wet  areas, 
storm  drainage  catchbasins,  etc.  have  to  be  checked  continually  and 
wherever  mosquitoes  are  contained  they  must  be  treated.  445  gallons  of 
insecticides  were  applied  for  this  larval  control,  usually  at  rates  of  one 
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gallon  to  the  acre. 

The  Culex  mosquito,  or  "House  Mosquito",  is  one  of  the  Project's 
troublesome  mosquitoes  because  of  its  ability  to  breed  quite  rapidly  and 
in  any  size  container  of  standing  water,  also  its  pesty  habit  of  seeking 
the  inside  of  buildings  for  biting  and  shelter.  Catchbasins  are,  in  most 
towns,  the  greatest  source  of  these  mosquitoes.  This  is  the  reason  we 
must  continually  check  and  spray  basins  during  the  summer  months.  921 
basins  were  sprayed  in  the  Town  this  year. 

Adult  Reduction 


Control  for  the  adult  mosquito  becomes  necessary  when  large 
numbers  emerge  and  move  into  residential  communities,  usually 
migrating  from  uncontrollable  areas.  Space  spraying  or  thermal  fogging 
are  methods  by  which  mosquitoes  are  knocked  down  in  flight,  or  at 
their  resting  sites.  This  Project  becomes  more  involved  in  this  method 
of  control  each  year  as  request  calls  continue  to  increase  to  one  thousand 
plus  annually.  Many  are  legitimate  calls  for  a  general  arfea  treatment, 
but  the  calls  for  personalized  backyard  spray  are  on  the  increase.  The 
Project  cannot  give  this  kind  of  service  for  it  is  a  community  control 
project,  not  an  eradication  program. 

867  gallons  of  insecticide  were  space  sprayed  and  fogged  for 
adult  mosquitoes  in  the  Town  this  year,  by  mist  blower,  hydraulic 
sprayers  or  thermal  fogger. 

The  insecticides  used  by  this  Project  in  its  mosquito  control 
program  are: 

Abate  4 

Fenthion  Baytex 

D.  D.  T.  Dust 

D.  D.  T.  Emulsion 

Nailed  DiBrom 

#2  Oil 

These  insecticides  are  all  registered  and  labelled  for  use  in 
mosquito  control  operations.  When  formulated  and  applied  in  accord 
with  and  at  no  greater  amounts  than  their  labels  recommend  to  be  proper 
for  mosquito  operations  they  pose  no  hazard. 

This  Project  is  continuing  to  phase  out  the  use  of  the  persistent 
chlorinated  hydrocarbon  insecticides  such  as  D.  D.  T.  To  replace  these 
are  many  newer  insecticides  coming  into  use  each  year,  some  specifically 
for  mosquito  control  and  all,  indeed,  good  to  their  limitation,  but  at 
present  remain  more  costly  than  the  older  insecticides. 

These  changes  from  persistent  insecticides  must  be  made  for  as 
it  is  the  duty  of  this  Project  to  make  its  communities  as  free  of  mos¬ 
quitoes  as  possible  it  is  also  duty  bound  to  operate  in  such  a  way  as  never 
to  be  a  hazard  to  its  persons,  wildlife  or  their  environment. 
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The  Project  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  officials 
and  departments  of  the  Town  and  sincerely  hopes  that  benefits  derived  by 
these  departments  as  a  result  of  this  cooperation  are  as  great  as  those 
derived  by  the  Project.

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1967  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  Hall 

Braintree,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

The  Braintree  Conservation  Commission  has  had  a  very  active  but  not 
too  lucrative  year.  We  say  this  because  we  did  not  add  to  the  acreage  held 
by  the  Commission.  The  Conservation  Commission  holds  under  its  juris¬ 
diction  120  acres  of  land.  This  is  infinitesmal  considering  the  amount  of 
land  zoned  for  industry.  Since  the  population  of  the  Town  is  growing  at  such 
a  rate  we  feel  that  much  more  land  should  be  reserved  for  open  spaces. 

We  supported  the  River  Study  Committee  and  a  representative  of  our 
Commission  was  part  of  their  committee.  We  trust  that  additional  money 
will  be  voted  to  clean  a  further  portion  of  the  Monatiquot  River. 

Our  Commission  also  supported  the  Feasibility  Study  for  Additional 
Golf  Course  Expansion.  We  are  still  awaiting  their  request  for  a  hearing 
under  the  Hatch  Act  before  further  action  can  be  taken  by  us. 

One  of  our  members  represented  us  on  the  Braintree  Dam  Committee. 
A  land  swap  was  proposed  to  the  Quincy  City  Council  but  this  was  turned 
down.  We  do  hope  that  by  further  negotiation  with  the  City  of  Quincy  we  will 
be  able  to  secure  the  return  of  the  Dam  in  order  that  it  may  become  a 
Conservation  Area. 

We  are  still  seriously  interested  in  land  adjacent  to  Cranberry  Pond 
which  is  held  by  the  School  Department.  If  the  School  Department  decides 
not  to  put  a  school  in  this  area  we  hope  that  it  can  be  added  to  the  Cranberry 
Pond  Conservation  Area. 

Two  members  attended  the  Natural  Resources  Field  Day  held  in 
Foxboro.  It  was  extremely  interesting  for  it  had  much  to  offer  relative  to 
our  own  Cranberry  Pond. 

Additional  redwood  signs  have  been  added  to  the  Cranberry  Pond  Area 
by  the  Braintree  Grange.  They  are  such  a  wonderful  addition  that  we  feel 
that  the  town  should  know  who  donated  them. 

A  "Walk-In"  for  all  the  people  of  the  town  was  held  on  June  11,  1967 
at  Cranberry  Pond.  This  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Braintree  Garden 
Club.  This  was  the  time  when  the  area  abounded  with,  wild  orchids  and 
other  flowers.  We  hope  to  make  this  an  annual  event. 

The  Commission  voted  to  post  Cranberry  Pond  as  a  "no  shooting" 
area.  This  was  done  after  careful  consideration.  It  was  felt  that  it  was 
the  intent  of  the  Town  Meeting  Members  that  this  be  a  Nature  Conservancy 
Area.  Since  we  had  many  complaints  from  people  afraid  to  take  their 
children  into  the  area  we  felt  that  this  should  be  done.  It  is  our  intent  to 
try  to  bring  back  small  animals  and  also  birds  to  this  area.  We  feel  that 
this  area  should  be  a  place  where  one  can  go,  in  complete  safety,  and  see 
nature  as  you  would  not  see  it  anywhere  else  in  town. 

The  Audubon  Program  is  in  full  swing  and  we  are  glad  to  report  that 
the  Cranberry  Pond  Area  is  being  used  for  this  purpose.  Fourth  grade 
students  are  taken  to  the  area  by  a  teacher  from  the  Audubon  Society  and 
concern  themselves  with  the  Natural  environments  found  in  the  Town  of 
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Braintree. 


We  have  been  the  recipient  of  a  gift  of  $100.  00  from  the  Braintree 
Garden  Club.  This  will  enable  us  to  put  through  trails  and  provide  other 
necessities  for  Cranberry  Pond  including  a  platform  from  which  the  plant 
life  can  be  seen  and  studied  without  breaking  down  the  bog. 

We  have  co-operated  with  the  League  of  Women  Voters  who  have 
interviewed  the  Commission  as  part  of  their  Study  of  Town  Growth. 

A  Tour  of  Cranberry  Pond  was  taken  with  Campfire  Girl  Leaders. 

The  girls,  and  their  leaders,  will  be  part  of  the  group  which  will  help  to 
put  in  Nature  Trails  at  Cranberry  Pond.  There  is  much  to  be  done  and  we 
solicit  the  help  of  all  organized  youth  groups  in  the  town.  This  activity  will 
take  place  as  soon  as  spring  arrives. 

Resignations  were  accepted  from  five  members  of  the  Commission 
during  the  year.  Our  previous  Chairman  and  Guiding  Light,  Priscilla 
Diaute  moved  from  Braintree.  Resigned  also  were  Donald  C.  Wilder, 

John  Zampine,  Jr.  ,  Robert  Warner  and  Mrs.  John  Grabosky.  We 
appreciated  their  interest  and  were  sincerely  sorry  to  have  them  leave. 

New  members  appointed  to  the  Commission  were  John  Zampine,  Sr.  , 
Harry  Hoffmann,  Robert  Warner  (who  later  resigned),  Kenneth  Sullivan 
and  A.  Ross  Malcolm. 

Presently  we  are  working  with  the  Quincy  Conservation  Commission 
in  the  hope  that  we  may  add  the  Eaton  Pond,  Echo  Lake  Area  to  the  land 
held  for  Conservation.  Part  of  this  area  is  in  Quincy  and  part  is  in 
Braintree.  We  feel  that  there  should  be  a  Conservation  Area  in  that  part 
of  town. 

We  are  also  working  with  the  Quincy  Conservation  Commission  in  the 
hope  of  getting  the  Braintree  Dam  returned  to  Braintree. 

We  also  hope  that  our  article  asking  for  $2,  000.  00  will  be  voted  on 
favorably.  We  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  fund  available  from  which 
land  may  be  purchased  at  times  other  than  when  Town  Meeting  meets. 
Monies  from  such  a  Conservation  Fund  could  not  be  spent  by  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission  without  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  We  feel 
that  a  fund  such  as  this  could  be  added  to  and  when  land  became  available, 
it  would  not  be  necessary  to  go  to  Town  Meeting  for  a  large  sum  as  in  the 
purchase  of  Cranberry  Pond. 

Our  meetings  for  the  past  year  were  held  twice  a  month.  They  will 
also  be  held  twice  a  month  during  the  coming  year  which  we  hope  will  be 
an  active  one.

SECTION  46.  --  The  town  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds 
and  securities  of  such  trust  funds,  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them  and 
expend  therefore  moneys  as  directed  by  the  commissioners.  The  treasurer 
shall  furnish  a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties. 

SECTION  47.  --  The  said  board  of  commissioners  shall,  so  far  as 
consistent  with  the  terms  of  the  trusts,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and 
distribute  the  income  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts. 
The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  doings,  and  at  the  close  of  each 
financial  year  shall  make  a  report  to  the  town,  showing  the  total  amount  of 
the  funds,  and  their  investments,  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of 
the  same,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  sources  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes 
of  the  expenditures. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  board  have  been  held.  Notices  for  same  are 
posted  with  the  town  clerk  in  accordance  with  the  law.  The  minutes  of  each 
meeting  are  kept  in  a  bound  record  book. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  two  sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General 
Laws  this  report  is  given  complete  in  detail.

The  growth  and  expansion  of  the  Town  has  also  resulted  in  the 
growth  and  expansion  of  the  duties  and  functions  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Not  too  many  years  ago,  a  single  meeting  a  month  with  routine  duties 
was  all  that  was  required  of  the  Board  members.  Times  have  changed 
considerably.  There  is  hardly  a  week  that  passes  that  attendance  at  one 
or  more  meetings  by  the  members  is  required.  Our  Board  is  represented 
on  the  Industrial  Development  Commission,  the  Capital  Planning  Committee, 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission,  the  Monatiquot  River  Clean-up 
Committee  and  several  others  too  numerous  to  mention. 

There  is  no  question  in  our  minds  that  the  main  topic  of  importance 
is  "Transportation".  Members  of  the  Board  have  attended  several 
meetings  with  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  and  the  MBTA 
discussing  plans,  routes  and  problems  that  are  very  complex  for  which 
no  simple  solution  is  available.  Although  several  plans  have  been  talked 
about,  the  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  have  not  as  of  the  writing 
of  this  report  agreed  on  any  plan  which  we  believe  would  be  acceptable 
to  the  people  of  Braintree.  As  elected  officials,  we  are  duty  bound  to 
act  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  with  due  consideration  for  all 
problems  submitted  to  us  for  attention.  The  transportation  problem  is 
all  the  more  serious  because  of  the  need  to  maintain  and  provide  freight 
service  by  the  railroad.  From  the  Braintree  to  South  Braintree  area 
there  are  several  spur  tracks  which  the  railroad  insists  on  keeping  and 
maintaining.  This  forces  crossings  by  the  proposed  rapid  transit  system 
in  order  to  install  and  maintain  a  safe  and  feasible  right-of-way.  Traffic 
and  access  roads  will  have  to  be  studied  and  in  some  cases  constructed. 

We  feel  certain  that  by  the  time  this  report  is  published,  one  or  more 
of  the  plans  which  your  elected  officials  have  been  reviewing  for  some 
time,  will  be  presented  to  the  general  public  for  consideration  and 
opinions. 

Our  Police  Department  has  expressed  concern  about  the  traffic 
problem.  We  have  met  with  the  Police  Chief  and  his  representatives  so 
that  we  all  can  have  a  better  and  clearer  understanding  of  each  other's 
problems.  These  meetings  will  be  continued. 

The  Board  has  reviewed  problems  created  by  new  housing  develop¬ 
ments.  Although  during  the  past  twenty  years  we  have  had  only  one 
development  that  has  created  serious  problems,  we  must  have  it  under¬ 
stood  that  the  Board  does  not  even  have  an  office  of  its  own.  It  has  no 
engineering  staff,  it  has  no  professional  assistance  in  conducting  the  work 
of  street  layouts,  subdivision  control  and  zoning.  The  Board  has  not  been 
compelling  the  completion  of  subdivisions  within  a  definite  one  or  two 
year  period.  At  a  recent  Board  meeting,  the  policy  of  requiring  a 
definite  completion  time  and  much  more  stringent  security  requirements, 
as  far  as  the  law  allows,  was  adopted  so  that  streets  and  sidewalks  within 
developments  be  completed  on  time. 

The  Engineering  Department  appears  to  have  a  full  schedule  of  work 
and  is  not  in  a  position  to  do  all  the  work  that  is  required  in  checking 
subdivisions.  Our  1968  budget  contains  a  request  for  funds  which  would 
enable  the  Board  to  employ  the  services  of  a  duly  qualified  engineer  to 
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assist  in  reviewing  plans,  inspecting  the  work  and  insuring  complete 
compliance  with  the  Town  requirements. 

We  would  like  to  point  out  that  Braintree,  with  close  to  35,  000 
inhabitants,  is  no  longer  a  small  town.  The  elected  officials  and  the  many 
legally  appointed  committees  have  a  tremendous  responsibility,  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  most  Town  Officials,  like  the  Planning  Board  and 
the  School  Committee  receive  no  compensation  whatsoever  for  the  many 
hours  of  work  performed  for  the  town.  Some  of  the  other  elected  or 
appointed  officials,  receive  a  pitance  for  the  services  given  and  in  most 
cases  not  even  expenses  are  all  compensated. 

We  have  no  complaint.  We  sought  the  elective  offices  we  hold  but 
the  people  also  have  an  obligation  towards  public  officials  and  that  is 
to  afford  them  courteous  and  fair  treatment  as  they  perform  their  work 
for  the  best  interests  of  Braintree. 

One  other  point  that  should  be  emphasized  is  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
lack  of  communication  between  some  of  the  various  Boards,  Commissions 
and  Committees  that  function  occasionally  and  those  that  function  regularly. 
We  are  certain  that  much  improvement  can  be  made,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Town,  if  there  was  greater  communication  between  departments. 

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  made  efforts  to 
establish  greater  inter-agency  understanding  but  lack  of  attendance  at 
duly  called  meetings  forced  a  cancellation  of  this  effort. 

In  concluding  this  report,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Water  Department,  the  Sewer  Department, 
the  Engineering  Department  and  staff,  the  Electric  Light  Department, 
the  Board  of  Health  and  all  those  departments  with  whom  we  are  required 
to  work  with.  The  cooperation  received  has  been  excellent. 

All  our  Board  members  are  long  time  residents  of  Braintree,  they 
own  their  homes  and  have  families.  They  are  as  much  concerned 
with  the  progress  of  the  Town  as  anyone  else  and  with  the  help  and 
cooperation  of  all  the  inhabitants,  with  a  sincere  desire  to  see  Braintree 
remain  a  good  town,  we  are  at  your  service.

The  Authority  has  taken  the  following  action  during  the  year  1967: 

Selected  Gale  Engineering  Co.  ,  Inc.  of  Braintree,  Massachusetts 
as  Civil  Engineer. 

[Appointed  Joseph  P.  Hurley  of  Braintree,  Massachusetts  as 
Legal  Counsel. 

Selected  the  Architectual  firm  of  Holmes  and  Edwards,  Inc.  of 
Boston,  Massachusetts  as  Architect  for  the  Housing  for  the 
Elderly  Development. 

In  accordance  with  the  Home  Rule  Law,  an  Article  has  been  inserted 
in  the  1968  Town  Warrant  to  see  if  the  Town  of  Braintree  will  vote  to 
petition  the  General  Court  to  enact  legislation  for  relief  under  the  so-called 
Tenement  Act  and  the  Zoning  Act  for  construction  of  multiple  housing 
project  not  exceeding  two  stories  on  the  property  known  as  the  Jennings 
Property,  off  Hayward  Street,  East  Braintree,  Massachusetts. 

All  negotiations  and  action  on  this  program  have  ceased  by  directive 
of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Development,  Division  of  Housing  until 
the  above  mentioned  article  has  been  acted  on  by  the  Town  Meeting  and  State 
Legislature.

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  is  operated  under  Chapter  115 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  amended  by  Chapter  584 
of  the  Acts  of  1946. 

The  year  1967  was  a  busy  one  for  this  department.  The  case  load 
increased  by  20%  over  1966.  Many  of  the  new  applications  were  for 
dependent  parents  and  nursing  home  care.  There  were  only  two  strikes 
during  the  year  which  affected  this  office  with  four  applicants  being  aided. 
Eleven  veterans  were  assisted  during  periods  of  unemployment  until  they 
received  unemployment  compensation.  Every  effort  is  made  to  obtain  work 
for  these  veterans.  There  were  two  cases  under  Chapter  483  which  is  for 
dependents  of  servicemen  awaiting  allotments.  Eight  applications  were 
taken  under  Chapter  716  which  is  for  veterans  with  over  six  months  active 
service  after  February  1,  1955. 

Applications  for  benefits  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  on 
behalf  of  veterans,  widows  and  dependent  children  resulted  in  $45,  487.  95 
being  paid  by  the  Federal  Government  in  1967  to  those  eligible.  The 
Department  of  Veterans'  Services  of  Massachusetts  staffs  a  Contact  Office 
in  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Federal  Building  to  facilitate  claims  with  the 
Veterans  Administration. 

The  services  of  a  Notary  Public  are  available  at  this  office.

GRAVES  REGISTRATION 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Graves  Registration  Officer,  as  set  forth  in 
Chapter  114,  Section  46A  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  as 
amended,  to  see  that  all  veterans'  graves  are  properly  cared  for.  Regular 
inspections  have  been  made  to  ascertain  that  the  law  has  been  complied 
with.  Each  year,  prior  to  Memorial  Day,  new  flags  are  placed  on  each 
veteran  grave.  Over  700  flags  were  used  in  1967. 

In  1967,  there  were  seventy  three  veteran  burials  in  the  cemeteries 
in  Braintree.  This  is  about  a  50%  increase  over  1966.  Markers  and 
flags  are  placed  on  each  grave. 
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Suitable  markers  for  the  graves  of  veterans  are  furnished  by  the 
United  States  Government  on  request  at  no  charge.  Applications  for 
markers  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Veterans' 
Services,  Room  28,  Town  Hall.

To  the  Citizens  of  Braintree: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  met  on  March  7th  and  organized  with 
Mr.  J.  Warren  Cuff  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Calvin  E.  Young  as  Clerk. 

The  1967  tax  rate  of  $81.  00  was  set  on  June  13th,  1967,  and  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  on  the  same  day. 

With  Braintree's  population  of  over  35,  000,  and  with  the 
continued  industrial  and  business  development  such  as  we  have  witnessed 
in  the  past  years,  it  becomes  imperative  that  a  tax  equalization  program 
be  started,  and  upon  its  completion  a  full  time  Assessor  be  employed. 

If  a  revaluation  is  made,  we  will  be  able  to  maintain  a  fair  and  equitable 
tax  assessment  policy,  and  more  businesses  may  be  encouraged  to  locate 
in  the  town  which  will  help  provide  employment  and  assist  in  keeping  a 
stable  tax  rate.  Since  property  assessments  are  the  main  source  of 
funds  that  are  appropriated  at  the  Town  Meeting  for  the  operation  of  all 
Town  Departments,  it  is  important  that  the  assessing  department  be 
better  able  to  carry  on  its  duties  so  that  each  taxpayer  will  carry  his 
fair  share  of  the  tax  burden. 

The  Board  offers  its  thanks  to  the  citizens  and  officials  of 
Braintree  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

BRAINTREE  PARK  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1967 


Charles  F.  Abell,  Supt. 


The  Braintree  Park  Department  started  preparing  our  athletic 
fields  for  early  spring  play  in  January  by  liming  144  acres  of  land. 

This  work  was  carried  on  while  the  ground  was  hard,  leaving  no  evidence 
of  tractor  tire  marks.  As  it  was,  most  athletic  events  had  to  be 
rescheduled  because  this  was  the  rainiest  spring  since  1961. 

Priority  of  field  maintenance  is  given  to  the  High  School  athletic 
program  because  of  their  heavy  schedule,  then  work  is  started  on  Babe 
Ruth  and  Little  League  fields. 

This  year,  due  to  the  Hollis  fund,  new  basketball  courts  were  built 
at  Hollingsworth  Park,  Dyer  Hill  and  Watson  Park.  The  development 
of  the  lower  end  of  Watson  Park  was  started,  fill  from  the  rebuilding 
of  Howard  Street  was  used  to  sub-grade  two  acres  of  land.  When  this 
project  is  completed  the  Town  will  have  playing  space  for  athletic  events. 
There  is  a  need  for  more  baseball  fields,  more  than  2,  000  boys  are 
playing  baseball,  1500  boys  are  in  organized  little  league,  another  500 
older  boys  are  playing  Babe  Ruth  ball.  The  lack  of  regulation  fields 
cause  a  great  deal  of  reshuffling  of  schedules.  Braintree  has  only  three 
regulation  fields  to  accomodate  500  ball  players. 

The  Park  Department  has  constructed  a  skating  rink  at  Watson  Park 
on  a  trial  basis.  Other  sections  of  the  Town  are  interested  in  this  type 
of  project. 

The  Braintree  Golf  Course  had  another  good  year  financially  even 
though  the  course  was  opened  ten  days  late  and  week-end  play  was 
hampered  with  rainy  weather.

Each  playground  was  staffed  with  a  male 
and  female  instructor  who  taught  and  supervised  athletic  activities  and 
other  playground  games.

The  Arts  and  Crafts  program  proved  to  be  the  outstanding  feature 
for  the  smaller  children  this  year  as  it  was  both  varied  and  interesting. 
Samples  of  the  childrens'  many  projects  were  displayed  in  a  local  mer¬ 
chant's  window. 


Other  activities  were:  Field  Days,  horseshow  tournaments.  Soccer, 
Basketball,  Baseball  clinics,  All-Star  Baseball  games,  as  well  as  the 
usual  playground  activities. 

Swimming  Program 

Two  areas,  Sunset  Lake  and  Swift's  Beach,  were  staffed  with 
certified  Red  Cross  swimming  instructors  who  gave  instruction  to  more 
than  900  Braintree  youngsters  who  enrolled  in  swimming  classes.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
DANIEL  B.  RYAN 
CHIEF  OF  DEPARTMENT 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  FIRE  ALARM  DEPARTMENT 

In  1967  we  answered  a  total  of  1,250  calls  of  all  descriptions 
resulting  in  a  loss  totaling  $640,  302.  85.  Property  valuation  involved 
in  fire  in  1967  was  $25,  775,  143.  00. 

During  the  year  1967,  we  used  33,  050  ft.  of  2  1/2"  hose,  21,  150 
feet  of  1  1/2"  hose,  136,  000  feet  of  booster  hose  3/4"  and  1,  853  feet  of 
ladders.  Our  Engines  pumped  water  332  hours  and  5  minutes.  We 
answered  83  calls  for  Oil- Gas- Water  Leaks,  18  Sprinkler  Alarms,  93 
False  Alarms,  115  Building  Fires,  390  Grass- Woods-Dumps  ,  138  Investi¬ 
gations,  14  Resuscitators  &  Inhalators,  102  Automobile  &  Truck  Fires, 

32  Mutual  Aid  Calls,  234  Miscellaneous  Calls  and  31  Automobile  &  Truck 
Accidents,  making  a  total  of  1,  250  calls  for  the  year  1967. 

I  have  requested  6  additional  firefighters  and  the  raising  in  rank  of 
4  firefighters  to  Lieutenants  in  1968  due  to  the  increased  property  to  be 
protected.  I  have  appointed  a  full  time  mechanic  and  although  some  of 
our  apparatus  is  old,  it  is  in  good  running  condition. 

In  1968,  I  recommended  the  replacing  of  the  1965  Deputy  Chief's 
Car  with  one  new  1968  Chief's  Car. 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  old  and  antiquated  and  we  are  not  able 
to  add  any  additional  fire  alarm  boxes  as  all  circuits  are  overloaded. 

I  have  recommended  the  installation  of  a  new  system  which  should  take 
care  of  our  needs  for  the  next  25  years. 

I  have  requested  .funds  for  educational  purposes.  Training  schools 
are  held  throughout  the  state  and  run  by  Bureau  of  Vocational  Education, 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  With  new  industry  and  the  use 
of  plastics  and  radiological  materials,  it  is  a  must  the  Fire  Department 
Officers  keep  abreast  of  the  hazards  and  attend  these  courses. 

In  1942  we  had  4,  600  buildings.  Today  we  have  10,  060  buildings, 

24  Schools  public  and  private,  14  Churches,  110  Stores,  plus  62  Stores 
at  the  South  Shore  Plaza,  50  new  Industrial  buildings  in  the  last  3  or  4 
years,  plus  all  of  the  old  wooden  buildings. 
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Mutual  Aid  plays  a  very  important  part  in  the  protection  of  life  and 
property.  We  are  grateful  to  have  automatic  Mutual  Aid  with  our 
neighboring  city  and  towns. 

Fire  Prevention  being  the  most  effective  way  in  lowering  the  fire 
loss  and  minimizing  the  physical  danger  to  our  people,  we  have  introduced 
the  Junior  Fire  Marshall  Magazine  Program  again  this  year  in  the 
Braintree  Schools.  7,  000  copies  of  the  Fire  Marshall  Magazine  was 
distributed  in  the  Braintree  Schools.  The  program  has  controlled 
hazardous  conditions  in  the  home.  Over  22,  000  homes  in  the  Town  of 
Braintree  were  inspected  through  the  Fire  Marshall  Magazine  Program. 

The  Fire  Department  Fire  Prevention  Program  has  reduced  our 
fire  losses  and  protected  the  lives  of  our  people.  Our  inspections  in  the 
Churches  total  62.  In  24  schools,  public  and  private,  we  had  600  fire 
drills  in  1967.  All  stores,  shops,  factories,  industrial  plants,  garages, 
gas  stations,  hospitals,  convalescent  and  nursing  homes,  hotels,  motels 
with  inn  holders  licenses,  schools,  churches,  town  buildings,  and  dance 
halls  are  inspected  every  3  months.  Deputy  Chief  George  Davidson  has 
charge  of  all  inspections  in  churches  and  gasoline  stations.  Deputy  Chief 
Alfred  Legg  has  all  inspections  in  stores,  industrial  plants  and  factories. 
Assistant  Chief  Arthur  H.  McGibbon  has  inspections  of  all  schools, 
nursing  and  convalescent  homes,  hotels,  motels,  hospital,  and  all  town 
buildings.  Deputy  Chief  Gannon  has  all  oil  burner  new  installations  and 
alterations  of  burning  equipment  and  oil  tanks.  All  Deputies  have  fire 
duty.  Supervised  drills  are  carried  out  every  day  Monday  thru  Friday 
for  2  hours.  In  the  summer,  we  have  outside  drills,  operation  of  7 
different  pumping  engines,  2  aerial  ladders,  hose  and  ladder  evolutions, 
175  pieces  of  equipment  which  are  used  on  the  ground  and  over  ladders, 
simplified  hydraulics  on  water  volumes  and  pressure,  ladder  distances 
from  building,  studying  locations  of  hydrants,  street,  fire  alarm  boxes 
and  water  main  sizes  in  the  streets.  Pumping  water  from  hydrants  and 
drafting  water  from  ponds,  rivers,  or  lakes.  Friction  loss  in  hose, 
resuscitators,  inhalators,  aspirators,  foam  makers,  water  vacs,  and 
all  types  of  extinguishers.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE

Effective  July  1,  1968,  the  local  control  of  the  Welfare  Department 
will  be  taken  over  entirely  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Welfare,  both  financially  and  administratively. 

Public  welfare  is  a  helping  program,  working  with  people  and  sharing 
responsibility  with  them  and  the  community.  It  provides  for  adequate 
financial  aid,  medical  care  and  social  services  to  all  in  need. 

The  Federal  and  State  Governments  under  the  Social  Security  Act 
grants  substantial  reimbursements  to  the  Town  together  with  the  Town  share 
in  all  categories  of  public  assistance  and  administration.  The  various 
Public  Welfare  programs  are  the  following: 

1.  Old  Age  Assistance  is  for  elderly  persons  65  years  of  age  or  over  who 
are  in  need  of  public  assistance.  Need  is  defined  as  a  condition  resulting 
from  the  lack  of  income,  not  enough  to  provide  for  maintenance  and  medical 
care.  If  eligible,  the  recipient  receives  cash  grants  twice  monthly  to 
supplement  their  own  cash  resource  based  on  a  State  Standard  Budget 
together  with  medical  and  social  services. 

2.  Medical  Assistance  so-called  "Medicaid"  is  for  persons  who  are 
eligible  that  do  not  have  enough  money  to  provide  for  their  own  medical 
needs. 

Medical  Assistance  is  available  to  the  following  individuals,  provided  they 
meet  all  the  eligibility  requirements  required  by  law. 

(a)  Persons  under  21  years  of  age. 

(b)  Persons  65  years  and  over,  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance, 
persons  who  have  enough  income  for  maintenance  but  are 
insufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  medical  care. 

(c)  Persons  receiving  Disability  Assistance,  and  those  who  are 
permanently  and  totally  disabled  with  income  sufficient  for 
maintenance  but  insufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  medical  care. 

All  cases  must  be  approved  by  the  State  Medical  Review  Board. 

(d)  Parents  receiving  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children 
and  those  who  would  be  eligible  except  for  income. 

The  total  number  of  applications  for  Medical  Assistance  is  1141.  The 
number  approved  702,  denied  57,  withdrew  24,  balance  did  not  return. 

3.  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  is  for  widows  with  children, 
families  where  there  is  a  divorce  or  legal  separation,  incapacitated, 
deserted  or  incarcerated  fathers,  and  unemployed  fathers  and  are  in  need 
of  public  assistance.  Social  services  are  provided  by  staff  to  help  families 
and  individuals  to  maintain  and  restore  themselves  as  useful,  productive 
individuals  by  assisting  them  to  become  self-supporting,  independent,  and 
able  to  care  for  themselves.  Female  head  of  household  may  become 
employed  and  still  be  eligible  for  assistance  if  their  net  earnings  do  not 
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exceed  the  amount  of  their  regular  grants. 

In  1967,  children  of  recipients  under  this  program  and  others  in  low-income 
families  participated  in  the  program  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act  of  1965  in  cooperation  with  the  School  Department.  Many 
children  were  sent  to  summer  camps  through  the  sponsorship  of  various 
social  service  organizations  and  churches. 

4.  Disability  Assistance  is  a  program  of  public  assistance  which  provides 
for  needy  persons  who  are  permanently  and  totally  disabled.  To  be  eligible 
a  person  must  be  18  years  of  age  up  to  65  years  of  age  and  permanently 
and  totally  disabled,  and  certified  by  a  complete  medical  report  and 
approved  by  the  State  Medical  Review  Section. 

5.  General  Relief  assists  those  in  need  of  public  assistance  who  are  not 
eligible  for  the  categorical  programs  of  assistance  financed  by  the  Federal, 
State  and  Local  Governments.  Assistance  was  given  in  many  emergency 
cases  for  short  periods  of  time,  such  as  food  orders,  oil,  medical  services, 
utilities,  and  short  periods  of  unemployment. 

A  new  extensive  form  called  Declaration  of  Need  for  Medical 
Assistance  has  been  issued  beginning  January  1968.  It  requests  gross 
income  from  all  employment,  for  all  persons  involved  in  the  application, 
under  the  penalty  of  perjury. 

The  Director  and  the  social  service  staff  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  all  have  professional  backgrounds,  and  are  available  for  social 
service  counselling,  individual  adjustments,  parent-child  relations  and 
problems  of  medical  indigency. 

The  Fiscal  Staff  processes  the  various  payrolls,  grants-in-aid,  and 
medical  vendors  together  with  statistical,  application  control  and  other 
related  reports.  The  reimbursement  claim  for  Federal  and  State  monies 
is  processed  each  month.  Hundreds  of  bills  for  medical  services  are  paid 
to  the  various  vendors  in  the  town  such  as  nursing  homes,  doctors, 
druggists,  dentists,  foot  doctors,  eye  doctors,  hospital  and  many  others. 

The  Stenographic  Staff  consisting  of  one  junior  clerk- stenographer 
handles  the  intake  for  applications  for  Medical  Assistance  and  other  corres¬ 
pondence  and  dictation  of  the  Social  Service  Staff. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  Director  extend  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  the  Staff  of  the  Welfare  Department  and  all  town  officials  and 
employees  for  their  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the  programs  of  Public 
Assistance,  also  the  many  social  service  organizations  in  the  area.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
1967 

CHANGE  is  one  word  frequently  heard  and  talked  about  in  recent 
years:  changing  times;  changing  ways;  changing  population.  The  library 
is  a  part  of  that  change  and  trends  in  library  service  observed  during  the 
past  year  reflect  that  change. 

CHANGES  IN  CIRCULATION 

The  circulation  in  both  the  East  Braintree  and  the  Highlands 
Branches  increased  this  year  while  the  circulation  at  the  Main  Library 
dropped  off,  producing  the  statistics  prefixed  to  this  report.  The  overall 
reduction  in  circulation  is  a  development  experienced  in  other  towns 
across  the  nation,  and  library  authorities  attribute  this  to  federal  aid  to 
school  libraries  in  the  juvenile  area,  and  to  the  higher  rate  of  employment 
currently  enjoyed,  which  always  has  an  effect  on  adult  circulation.  The 
increasing  competition  for  recreational  time  in  our  current  fast  pace  of 
living  has  of  course  also  cut  down  recreational  reading.  The  average 
circulation  per  capita  for  Massachusetts  towns  in  the  past  two  years  has 
dropped  from  8.  2  to  7.  6  for  towns  in  the  size  bracket  25,  000-50,  000 
population.  Braintree  dropped  from  9.  8  to  8.  8  books  circulated  per  capita. 

Braintree's  circulation  has  therefore  fallen  off  more  than  the 
average.  In  the  children's  department  the  additional  impact  of  the  Hollis 
Trust  Fund  on  improvement  of  school  reference  libraries  has  an  effect  not 
felt  in  other  communities.  The  size  of  the  collection  of  books  to  choose 
from  is  the  big  factor  in  the  adult  department.  Latest  State  statistics  show 
Braintree  to  have  only  2  books  per  capita  compared  with  an  average  of 
3.  1  books  per  capita  for  towns  in  our  size  bracket  in  Massachusetts.  The 
need  to  build  up  our  volume  of  books  to  something  more  closely 
approaching  normal  has  yearly  been  thwarted  by  cuts  in  the  request  for 
book  budget.  In  the  past  two  years,  we  have  fallen  from  30%  below  average 
to  35%  below  average  in  number  of  books  available  in  the  library.  The  towns 
people  themselves  must  decide  whether  this  deteriorating  condition  is  to  be 
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corrected. 


As  contrasted  with  this  below  average  quantity  of  books  to  choose 
from  and  the  resulting  dropping  off  of  patronage,  the  staff  has  been  able  to 
maintain  a  high  standard  of  efficiency  and  a  pleasant,  friendly  atmosphere 
for  borrowers.  It  costs  Braintree  only  42  cents  per  book  circulated  as 
compared  with  an  average  cost  of  57  cents.  We  have  succeeded  in  getting 
2.  36  books  circulated  per  dollar  of  budget  as  compared  with  1.  76  books 
average  for  towns  in  our  size  group  in  Massachusetts.  Braintree  has 
improved  its  position  in  this  respect  to  4th  ranking  town  in  performance 
instead  of  6th  ranking  town  two  years  ago.  To  sum  it  up,  with  35%  worse 
than  average  stock  of  books  to  select  from  we  still  have  a  17%  better  than 
average  circulation  by  running  the  library  with  35%  better  than  average 
efficiency  according  to  state  figures.  However,  in  spite  of  this  performance 
standing,  we  sense  a  need  and  demand  from  the  public  for  improved 
conditions.  Braintree  is  a  better  than  average  town  (family  income  7% 
above  average).  It  has  potential  for  still  better  library  service,  with  an 
increased  book  budget. 

In  order  to  make  available  more  copies  of  the  books  in  greatest 
demand,  the  library  has  subscribed  to  a  system  of  book  rotation  available 
through  the  McNaughton  Rental  Plan  which  will  be  instituted  in  January, 

1968,  whereby  we  return  to  the  service  monthly  the  books  which  prove 
to  be  in  little  demand  and  receive  replacements  which  are  proving  to  be 
more  popular.  We  will  temporarily  have  more  copies  of  books  in  temporary 
demand  without  buying  them.  The  library  will  pay  a  monthly  rental  charge, 
but  these  books  will  be  free  to  all  citizens  just  as  the  books  which  we 
purchase.  We  believe  this  experiment  will  reduce  the  length  of  waiting 
lists  and  make  it  possible  for  people  to  get  the  book  they  want  immediately 
or  with  a  minimum  of  waiting.  The  "New  Book  Shelf"  is  being  relocated, 
for  the  convenience  of  borrowers,  on  the  wall  to  the  immediate  left  of  the 
main  entrance  with  shelves  near  eye  level.  New  shelving  has  been 
installed  for  this  purpose. 

CHANGES  IN  REFERENCE  ACTIVITY 

As  the  school  libraries  become  more  adequate  students  are  able  to 
find  more  material  for  assignments  in  their  schools;  they  are  using  the 
public  library  more  for  supplementary  materials  and  recreational  reading. 
However,  there  are  increasing  questions  from  adults  on  a  great  variety 
of  subjects.  Our  staff  librarians  are  always  willing  to  help  library  users 
with  their  research  problems.  Miss  Mary  Valentine,  one  of  our  more 
experienced  librarians,  is  particularly  responsible  for  this  phase  of  our 
operation.  If  she  is  not  available,  other  staff  members  are  ready  to  help. 

As  might  be  expected,  the  most  noticeable  change  in  inquiries  is  on 
sociological  problems  such  as  drug  addiction,  alcoholism,  unwed  mothers 
and  the  rise  in  crime.  Questions  on  business  and  law  have  led  to  pur¬ 
chasing  more  material  in  these  areas.  Technical  and  scientific  inquiries 
continue  to  be  frequent,  although  history,  the  arts  and  economics  require 
considerable  time  in  this  aspect  of  our  service. 

We  find  that  frequently  reference  questions  come  by  mail  from  far 
away  places.  Requests  for  Genealogical  information  on  the  Hayden  Family, 
Nash  Family  and  the  Thayer  Family  have  come  by  mail;  however,  during 
the  summer  months,  many  people  touring  in  this  area  stopped  at  the  library 
to  check  on  other  family  ancestors.  Requests  on  the  Sacco  Vanzetti  Case 
are  requently  received.  From  Gadsden,  Alabama,  came  a  letter;  I  need 
information  concerning  the  crime  and  trial  of  Sacco  and  Vanzetti  held  in 
1920  and  1921.  "  From  Worcester;  "I  am  fourteen  years  old.  I  am  working 
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on  a  history  paper  entitled,  'The  Sacco  and  Vanzetti  Case'.  Could  you  send 
me  information  and  pictures?"  Photocopies  of  newspaper  articles  and 
pictures  from  newspapers  were  sent  to  both  of  these  people.  From  the 
Silver  Collectors  Research  Association  in  Maryland  came  a  request  for 
information  about  a  souvenir  spoon  whose  handle  had  an  embossed  man  with 
boots  slung  over  his  shoulder.  The  Patent  Office  had  recorded  the 
designer  as  living  in  Braintree  in  1892.  Questions  such  as  these  are 
interesting  to  the  Reference  Librarian,  but  take  considerable  time  and 
research  to  answer. 

STUDY  ROOM  AND  REFERENCE  ROOM 

Because  of  the  decreased  use  of  the  Study  Room  by  students  and  the 
crowded  reference  shelves  upstairs,  we  have  decided  to  center  our 
reference  activity  in  the  basement  Study  Room.  More  shelving  is  to  be 
purchased  for  this  room  and  it  is  proposed  to  combine  these  two  areas  into 
one  Reference  Room  which  will  be  used  by  all  library  users,  adult  and 
students  alike,  needing  reference  help.  It  will  be  open  during  the  day  as 
well  as  the  evening  and  staffed  by  a  librarian.  This  will  give  more  general 
reading  space  upstairs.  We  anticipate  having  the  new  plan  in  operation  by 
spring. 

SERVICES  FOR  YOUNG  READERS 

Despite  the  decrease  in  juvenile  circulation,  other  services  offered 
in  the  Children's  Room  continue  to  keep  it  a  busy  place.  Mrs.  Gloria 
Trowbridge,  who  came  to  the  children's  department  in  February,  reports 
not  only  increased  reference  activity  for  children  of  all  ages,  but  assist¬ 
ance  to  parents  whose  children  may  have  reading  problems,  suggesting 
good  book  selections  for  poor  readers. 

The  circulation  of  records  in  the  children's  department  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  popular  and  has  shown  a  continuing  increase.  New  records 
requested  by  borrowers  are  constantly  being  added  to  the  collection. 

Fifth  grade  classes  continue  to  come  on  Monday  mornings  for  their 
introduction  to  the  wonders  in  the  Children's  Library.  Reading  for 
pleasure,  as  well  as  information,  is  stressed  in  their  visit  at  the  library 
and  this  is  reflected  in  the  books  which  they  select.  Classes  from  Saint 
Francis  School  visit  the  library  regularly  three  days  a  week,  as  well  as 
third  and  fourth  grades  from  Thayerlands  School.  All  of  these  children 
select  books  to  take  to  their  classrooms.  Campfire,  Bluebird  and  Girl 
Scout  groups  have  come  to  the  library  for  instruction  in  badge  work  in 
library  skills  and  reading.  These  groups  and  Cub  Scouts  have  also 
provided  eye  catching  exhibits  in  the  children's  room.  Assistance  has  also 
been  given  to  leaders  in  their  various  programs. 

Sixty- eight  Story  Times  for  the  pre-school  children  have  been  held, 
with  a  total  attendance  of  1834.  Special  programs  such  as  a  stuffed  animal 
show  attracted  100  youngsters  and  a  Hallowe'en  party  brought  67  attract¬ 
ively  costumed  little  ones.  During  the  summer,  vacation  reading  clubs 
for  different  age  groups  were  held  and  183  certificates  were  awarded  to 
those  completing  the  requirements.  Book  Week  observances  featured  a 
coffee  hour  at  which  60  parents  of  pre-school  children  viewed  a  showing  of 
the  film,  "The  Lively  Art  of  Picture  Books". 
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SERVICES  TO  OLDER  CITIZENS 


For  the  benefit  of  people  who  may  have  sight  problems  many  pub¬ 
lishers  have  been  producing  a  new  type  of  book.  This  is  a  "large  type 
print"  edition  of  many  of  the  books  which  have  proven  popular.  The  library 
now  has  a  collection  of  about  seventy  titles  in  large  print  including 
mysteries,  westerns,  historical  novels,  light  romances,  as  well  as  some 
of  the  more  popular  newer  titles  such  as  Kennedy's  "Profiles  in  Courage", 
Anne  Frank's  "Diary  of  a  Young  Girl".  These  are  popular  with  the  older 
citizens,  as  well  as  with  patients  in  nursing  homes. 

At  monthly  intervals  recreation  supervisors  from  two  of  Braintree's 
nursing  homes  pick  up  a  collection  of  from  40-50  books.  These  are  selected 
by  one  of  the  library  staff  who  has  become  familiar  with  the  tastes  and 
requests  of  the  patients  for  special  subjects.  Books  containing  true  animal 
stories  and  adventure  stories  by  Edward  Rowe  Snow  are  especially  liked. 
Records  are  kept  both  at  the  library  and  at  the  nursing  homes  to  assure  a 
fresh  selection  of  titles  each  time. 

NEW  WATSON  PARK  BRANCH  -  EAST  BRAINTREE 

The  most  important  event  of  the  library  year  was  the  vote  of  the 
Town  Meeting  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  a  building  for  the  East 
Braintree  Branch.  The  Trustees  have  voted  to  name  it  the  "Watson  Park 
Branch".  This  will  be  the  first  building  in  the  history  of  the  library  built 
especially  for  a  branch.  The  Building  Committee  signed  the  contract  for 
construction  with  the  general  contractors,  Dunphy  and  Craig  of  Quincy, 
low  bidders,  on  April  20,  1967;  construction  started  by  the  first  of  May. 

It  is  expected  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  late  spring. 

Interest  and  pride  of  the  East  Braintree  citizens  in  the  building  is 
evidenced  in  offers  of  assistance  when  we  move  from  one  building  to  the 
other,  and  also  inquiries  about  special  items  which  may  be  needed  to 
enhance  the  new  branch. 

EASTERN  REGIONAL  LIBRARY  SERVICE 

In  October,  1967,  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  System  began 
active  service  with  the  appointment  of  the  first  administrator.  For  many 
years  the  typical  American  public  library  has  been  the  independent  library. 
However,  now  that  libraries  are  playing  a  larger,  more  important  role 
in  the  education  of  citizens  of  every  age  group  and  every  level  of  education, 
the  job  is  too  big  to  be  handled  by  any  one  library,  no  matter  how  large  or 
how  efficient.  Cooperation  is  the  best  answer. 

With  the  services  available  from  the  Eastern  Regional  Library,  we 
are  no  longer  working  alone.  The  new  system  is  a  cooperative  one,  but 
participation  is  strictly  voluntary.  The  library  borrower  will  continue  to 
use  his  own  community  library  as  his  first  source  of  materials  and  services. 
But  when  a  book  is  not  available  in  the  home  library,  it  can  be  borrowed 
from  another  library  in  the  cooperative  system.  With  this  system  we  have 
been  able  to  provide  more  materials  for  local  patrons  than  we  would  other¬ 
wise  have  been  able  to  do. 

The  number  of  books  borrowed  on  interlibrary  loan  has  doubled  in 
the  past  year.  When  we  find  that  we  do  not  have  a  particular  title 
requested,  our  first  recourse  is  to  apply  to  the  Sub-Regional  Center  in 
Quincy.  If  it  is  not  available  there,  a  request  to  the  Boston  headquarters 
is  processed.  Titles  not  available  at  Boston  are  usually  purchased  for  a 
borrower  by  the  Regional  Library.  The  service  has  been  most  satisfactory. 
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and  the  speed  with  which  requests  are  supplied  is  improving  with  experience. 

Often  material  is  needed  from  magazines  or  reference  books  which 
cannot  be  removed  from  the  Regional  Library.  A  photocopy  machine  has 
been  installed  at  the  headquarters  office,  and  a  borrower  may  have  photo¬ 
copies  made. 

Film  lending  is  now  available  through  the  system.  Our  library  is 
now  able  to  borrow  films  for  story  hours  or  other  purposes,  and  have  them 
sent  by  mail.  Previously  someone  had  to  go  to  Boston  the  day  of  the  film 
showing  to  get  the  film;  then  make  another  trip  to  Boston  to  return  the 
film  the  next  day.  Local  organizations  wishing  to  use  films  for  group 
showings  may  register  at  our  library  and  order  films  in  advance.  The 
Library  staff  is  glad  to  show  the  catalog  of  films  available  to  those  inter¬ 
ested. 


Reference  service  is  also  available  to  Braintree  librarians  by 
telephone  from  the  sub-region  (Quincy)  or  headquarters  (Boston). 

PERSONNEL 

In  June,  the  Library  Director  attended  the  meetings  of  the  American 
Library  Association  in  San  Francisco.  The  theme  of  the  conference  was 
CRISIS  IN  LIBRARY  MANPOWER,  myth  and  reality.  This  is  a  subject  of 
serious  concern  to  librarians  all  over  the  country;  at  whatever  meetings 
librarians  attend,  this  is  being  discussed.  Studies  and  surveys  are  being 
made  at  local,  state  and  national  levels.  The  Greater  Boston  Public 
Library  Administrators  Group,  of  which  the  Library  Director,  Miss  Hall 
is  a  member,  appointed  a  personnel  study  committee.  The  State  Bureau 
of  Library  Extension  has  just  released  a  LIBRARY  PLANNING  STUDY, 
a  survey  made  with  federal  funds,  which  includes  a  study  of  this  problem. 

The  personnel  situation  here  in  Braintree  continues  to  be  acute.  In 
January  and  February  we  were  able  to  replace  Miss  Dolores  McKeough, 
children's  librarian,  with  Mrs.  Gloria  Trowbridge  who  was  formerly  at 
the  Hingham  Public  Library;  Mrs.  Marcia  Mattingly  replaced  Miss 
Chipman  as  a  general  and  reference  assistant  when  the  latter  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  replace  Mrs.  Edith  Emerson,  cataloger,  who  retired.  However, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  attract  a  professional  librarian  to  fill  the  addition¬ 
al  librarian  position  authorized  two  years  ago.  The  position  left  vacant 
by  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Thea  Tarbox  the  first  of  the  year  has  just  been 
partially  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Marion  Burgess  on  a  part  time 
basis.  For  the  present,  most  of  her  time  will  be  used  in  preparing  a 
catalog  for  the  new  Watson  Park  Branch. 

Our  present  staff,  most  of  whom  are  non-professional,  but  with 
valuable  experience,  are  performing  an  excellent  service  under  the 
difficulties  of  understaffing.  The  Personnel  Board  has  been  most  coopera¬ 
tive  in  working  with  us  towards  a  solution  to  these  problems.  However, 
•despite  these  efforts,  the  expenditures  for  library  salaries  per  capita  has 
gone  from  $2.  25  to  $2.  29  per  capita  in  the  past  two  years,  while  the 
average  for  towns  in  our  size  bracket  in  Massachusetts  has  risen  from 
$2.  70  to  $2.  91  per  capita  during  the  same  period.

A  gift  which  will  have  especial  meaning  for  those  connected  with 
the  library  is  the  permanent  book  fund  in  memory  of  Dr.  Stacy  B. 
Southworth,  established  by  the  Braintree  Rotary  Club.  The  first  donation 
of  $50.  00  from  this  fund  was  received  in  November  and  will  be  used  to 
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purchase  books  in  Dr.  Southworth's  special  field  of  interest.  A  book  plate 
adapted  and  designed  from  Dr.  Southworth's  personal  book  plate  will  be  on 
the  inside  front  cover  of  each  book  purchased.  Future  annual  income  will 
probably  amount  to  about  $100.  00.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Braintree: 

Braintree  in  1967,  enjoyed  the  first  normal  rainfall  for  several 
years.  This  enabled  the  department  to  devote  its  effort  to  much  needed 
maintenance  and  improvements. 

With  the  increase  in  our  rates  in  1966,  we  had  hoped  with  this 
removal  of  restrictions,  our  revenue  would  increase  sufficiently  to  enable 
the  Water  Department  to  continue  the  postponed  expansion  program  planned 
in  the  early  years  of  this  drought.  However,  due  to  the  wet  spring  and 
summer  the  gallons  pumped  were  below  normal.  The  Commissioners  did 
not  feel  that  we  could  afford  to  borrow  money  in  1967  due  to  the  large  debt 
and  interest  payments  for  1968  and  1969.  Our  previous  borrowings  were 
all  short  term  loans  since  we  had  hoped  to  have  a  debt  free  department 
by  early  1970. 

Despite  the  sub-normal  pumping  and  our  large  debt  and  interest 
payments,  we  ended  the  year  with  a  50%  increase  in  our  cash  balance. 

This  will  enable  us  to  get  an  early  start  in  1968  on  part  of  the  much 
needed  expansion  program  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis. 

We  plan  during  the  next  few  years  to  complete  the  Richardi 
Reservoir,  construct  a  new  500,  000  gallon  Clearwell,  two  new  rapid 
sand  filters,  new  back  wash  pumps,  clean  and  paint  the  West  Street  and 
Lincoln  Heights  Water  Towers  and  renew  sections  of  our  distributor 
mains. 

The  success  of  the  Braintree  Water  Department  in  solving  the 
many  problems  due  to  the  rapid  growth  of  our  town  is  again  due  to  that 
extra  effort  of  our  employees,  Charles  Travers,  Superintendent,  together 
with  Everett  Simonds,  Supervisor  of  Pumping  and  Treatment  Plants, 
the  Foreman,  men  and  the  girls  in  our  office. 

The  excellent  cooperation  that  we  have  received  in  1967  from  our 
fellow  town  departments,  press,  radio  and  our  customers  made  the 
Commissioners  proud  to  be  a  part  of  the  Braintree  Team.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
To  the  Braintree  Water  Commissioners: 

As  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Supply  System,  I  am  pleased  to 
submit  this  77th  Annual  Report  covering  the  activities  of  this  department 
together  with  a  statement  of  operating  the  system  in  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1967. 

The  Distribution  System  has  been  increased  by  12,  326  Linear 
feet  of  water  mains  and  36  new  hydrants.  Our  forces  added  118  new 
services  to  our  system. 
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This  year  was  extremely  active  for  this  department  due  to  the 
volume  of  service  and  main  pipe  repairs.  Most  of  these  damages  were 
caused  by  carelessness  of  contractors  working  for  other  departments  and 
by  various  utility  companies.  The  assignment  of  three  men  from  our 
department  entails  an  excessive  amount  of  their  working  hours  marking 
main  pipe  lines.  I  hope  that  all  contractors  and  utility  companies  adhere 
to  these  main  markings  in  order  that  we  may  conserve  our  precious 
commodity. 

Another  meticulous  project  this  year  was  the  Chapter  90,  Howard 
Street  Job.  Our  crew  moved  24  residential  services,  as  well  as  installing 
new  curb  fittings.  After  this  renovation,  we  had  to  return  and  lower  four 
services  because  of  upgrading  in  the  street.  Two  hydrants  were  set  on 
this  street,  along  with  gates  and  fittings.  This  work  was  completed  and 
financed  from  our  own  funds. 

As  of  May  18,  1967,  one  of  our  major  improvements  was  the 
installation  of  a  new  Fiberglass  Alum  Tank  at  the  Filtration  Plant. 

This  tank's  capacity  is  5,  200  gallons.  We  now  use  liquid  alum  instead 
of  the  powdered  substance.  This  tank  is  helping  to  cut  chemical  and  labor 
costs.  This  equipment  had  proven  its  worth  and  is  an  asset  to  the  depart¬ 
ment. 

A  new  chain  link  fence  has  been  erected  around  the  West  Street 
Standpipe.  This  enclosure  should  abolish  defacement  of  this  property. 
Another  chain  link  fence  encloses  the  transformers  at  Great  Pond. 

A  high  pressure  alarm  system  is  now  attached  to  the  main  discharge 
lines  of  all  pumps  at  Great  Pond.  This  device  alerts  the  pump  operator 
of  high  pressure  in  our  distribution  system. 

Another  alarm  system,  connected  to  the  Chlorinator  warns  the 
operator  whenever  the  tank  has  to  be  refilled. 

A  new  chemical  feeder  which  is  in  use  at  the  Filter  Plant  replaces 
the  feeder  we  had  been  using  since  1934.  As  our  demands  for  water 
increase,  the  modernization  of  our  equipment  does  also. 

In  September  of  1967,  we  started  using  Sodium  Aluminate  which 
coagulates  water  at  a  much  higher  P.  H.  This  chemical  reaction  saves 
money  in  liquid  alum  and  soda  ash  expenses.  The  addition  of  sodium 
aluminate  to  the  drinking  water  should  discourage  problems  in  tankless 
residential  heaters.  The  purpose  for  this  is  that  we  are  not  adding  50% 
of  Soda  Ash  as  we  have  done  in  previous  years.  Therefore,  by  using 
Sodium  Aluminate  we  are  saving  daily  towards  chemical 'costs. 

Another  achievement  was  the  replacement  of  the  1  1/2"  main  on 
Hoover  Avenue,  Saint  Michael  and  Torrey  Roads  to  a  new  6"  Cast  Iron 
main.  Numerous  complaints  from  this  area  necessitated  this  work,  and 
poor  pressure  problems  have  decreased  entirely.  Our  forces  laid  a  total 
of  771  feet  of  6"  main  pipe  on  the  above  mentioned  streets. 

On  Vinton  Avenue,  we  also  converted  from  a  2"  main  to  a  6"  Cast 
Iron  main.  Residents  from  this  street  were  also  in  the  poor  pressure 
category. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Police  Department  for  their  prompt 
notification  of  main  and  service  leaks  during  the  early  morning  hours. 


Guy  Gullotto,  one  of  our  Pump  Operators,  passed  away  on 
April  16,  1967.  Mr.  Gullotto  had  been  with  the  department  since 
November  11,  1956  and  is  greatly  missed  by  fellow  employees. 

Harry  Elliott,  another  Pump  Operator  at  Great  Pond  retired 
after  21  years  of  service  on  July  27,  1967. 

On  February  22,  1967,  Eugenia  Ludlow,  Executive  Secretary, 
retired,  completing  24  years  of  service. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Commissioners  for  their 
guidance  during  the  past  year  and  also  to  the  employees  for  their  utmost 
cooperation  in  daily  tasks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


For  the  Year  1967 


Teachers 

Each  year  a  great  amount  of  time  is  spent  on  the  recruitment  of  new 
teachers.  We  reach  out  beyond  the  boundaries  of  our  state  because  we 
believe  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  our  children  to  come  in  contact  with  teachers 
who  bring  different  experiences  to  their  teaching.  We  could  not  depend  on 
covering  all  positions  if  we  were  to  rely  on  those  trained  locally.  Of  the  82 
new  teachers  added  to  our  rolls  this  year,  including  replacements  and  those 
filling  new  positions,  40%  were  from  out  of  state.  Our  turnover  of  retire¬ 
ments  and  resignations  is  quite  normal  at  15%.  The  quality  of  our  teachers, 
like  that  of  most  other  communities,  is  improving  steadily.  It  must  be  noted 
that  in  some  degree  better  salaries  being  paid  to  teachers,  with  respect  to 
other  positions  of  equal  training,  have  recently  had  much  to  do  with  making 
teaching  more  appealing  to  greater  numbers  and  to  drawing  a  higher  intellec¬ 
tual  calibre  person  into  teaching.  Over  the  years  public  school  teaching  has 
not  been  noted  for  drawing  the  best  minds  on  the  college  campuses. 

Our  salary  schedule  encourages  teachers  to  study  during  the  school 
year  and  summers  to  improve  themselves  professionally.  When  they  do 
there  are  appropriate  financial  rewards.  It  is  interesting  that  of  the  427 
teachers  in  our  system  this  year,  including  all  but  three  of  the  administrators, 
13  teachers  hold  no  degree.  These  individuals  graduated  before  it  was  man¬ 
datory  for  teachers  to  have  completed  four  years  at  the  college  level  in  order 
to  teach.  In  the  bachelor's  degree  section  we  have  197  teachers.  These 
constitute  the  younger  people,  most  of  whom  have  not  yet  had  time  to  earn 
advanced  degrees.  Holding  master's  degrees  are  126  teachers,  and  in  the 
top  section  of  the  master's  degree  plus  thirty  credits  there  are  91.  Of  the 
latter,  85  are  on  the  top  or  next  to  the  top  salary  for  teachers  in  our  system. 
This  shows  that  one-half  of  our  teachers  have  reached  degrees  beyond  the 
four  year  college  degree  and  this  is  unusually  good  and  it  shows  that  our 
teachers  are  interested  in  improving  themselves.  They  are  to  be  commend¬ 
ed  for  their  attitude  in  making  their  teaching  more  effective. 

Teacher  Workshops 

The  teacher  workshops  begun  in  the  summer  of  1966  were  continued 
and  expanded  during  the  1967  summer  period.  This  year  the  teachers 
pursued  further  investigation  of  the  English  and  Social  Studies  areas  and  a 
considerable  volume  of  work  came  from  the  five  week  study.  This  material 
is  being  put  to  test  during  the  present  school  year,  involving  English  in 
grades  seven  through  twelve.  Social  Studies  in  grades  nine  through  twelve, 
and  the  Humanities  in  grades  seven  through  twelve. 

Workshops  were  held  for  the  first  time  by  teachers  of  Science  and 
Mathematics.  In  mathematics  an  interesting  approach  was  begun  by  inter¬ 
viewing  business  and  industrial  leaders  to  learn  what  mathematics  areas 
they  would  like  strengthened  in  our  school  program.  The  purpose  of  this 
investigation  was  to  adjust  our  teaching  to  actual  need.  The  science 
teachers  investigated  the  changes  being  made  in  their  field  of  study  with 
respect  to  the  impact  such  change  should  have  on  both  the  method  and  con¬ 
tent  of  courses  taught.  These  two  groups  of  teachers  were  the  first  in  our 
system  to  have  made  this  kind  of  search  and  their  recommendations  are  now 
being  applied  to  our  present  curriculum. 

The  last  of  the  five  workshops  held  was  the  continuation  of  one  that 
has  been  operating  for  a  number  of  years.  Elementary  teachers  work  for 
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one  week  in  a  most  comprehensive  evaluation  of  a  given  subject  and  produce 
changes  necessary  to  keep  our  curriculum  up  to  date.  The  effort  this 
summer  was  addressed  to  elementary  science,  and  after  inclusion  of  the 
suggestions  in  our  science  curriculum  our  elementary  science  instruction 
should  be  completely  modernized.  This  workshop  was  the  second  year  of 
study  in  elementary  science. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  cost  of  these  workshops  is  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  valuable  and  at  the  same  time  most  economical  of  the  many  phases  of 
our  school  operation.  Along  with  the  instructional  improvements  that  emerge 
are  to  be  added  the  great  stimulation  that  is  created  in  the  teachers  affected. 

Braintree  High  School  Work- Study  Program 

Forty  senior  boys  at  Braintree  High  School  are  pursuing  their  studies 
every  morning  and  going  out  on  a  job  at  noon  time.  Since  this  program  was 
inaugurated  in  September,  1966,  seventy  boys  have  participated  and  not  one 
has  dropped  out  of  school.  These  students  study  English  and  problems  of 
democracy  which  are  required  and  elect  two  other  periods  of  subjects 
ranging  from  bookkeeping  to  woodworking.  Each  student  must  submit  a 
weekly  report  from  his  employer  who  rates  the  student's  performance  and 
indicates  the  number  of  hours  worked  that  week.  The  students  carry  an 
average  work  load  of  30  hours  per  week. 

Students  may  apply  or  be  recommended  to  this  program  by  their 
guidance  counselor.  A  contract  is  drawn  up  and  signed  by  both  parents  and 
the  student,  stipulating  the  conditions  which  must  be  met.  Abiding  by  the 
contract  is  an  important  part  of  the  program,  for  it  places  seventeen-year- 
old  boys  in  a  position  which  stresses  responsibility,  reliability,  and  con¬ 
tractual  agreements.  These  are  young  adults  and  they  are  being  treated  as 
such. 


There  is  a  wide  variety  of  employment  such  as  mechanic,  meat  cutter, 
stock  boy,  window  sash  maker,  counterman,  sheet  metal  worker,  cabinet 
maker,  mail  clerk,  maintenance  man,  presser,  cook,  and  gas  station 
attendant,  to  name  a  few. 

When  asked  why  they  had  chosen  this  program,  several  indicated  that 
they  were  getting  a  head  start  and  experience  in  the  trade  they  planned  to 
continue.  Some  said  that  it  was  an  economic  necessity  and  provided  an 
opportunity  for  them  to  finish  high  school  and  still  help  with  a  serious 
financial  problem  at  home.  Others  simply  stated  that  they  needed  the  money. 
Whatever  the  reason,  this  program,  in  its  second  year,  is  another  indica¬ 
tion  of  the  Braintree  School  Committee  meeting  the  needs  of  a  changing 
world. 


The  teachers,  guidance  counselors,  and  the  high  school  administrators 
are  all  pleased  with  the  results  and  are  studying  the  possibility  of  extending 
this  program  to  certain  students  in  grade  eleven.  Employers  have  indicated 
great  satisfaction  and  strong  approval.  We  all  feel  that  it  is  a  practical 
approach  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  who  plan  to  enter  the  labor  market 
upon  graduation  from  high  school.  A  high  school  diploma  is  a  necessary 
prerequisite  for  employment  opportunities  today. 

Audubon  Society  Instruction 

Through  the  encouragement  of  the  Braintree  Conservation  Committee 
the  elementary  schools  made  a  study  of  the  inclusion  of  the  subject  of 
conservation  in  our  curriculum.  Most  of  the  study  of  natural  resources 
comes  within  the  science  program  and  is  not  taught  as  a  separate  subject. 
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To  help  the  schools,  we  called  on  the  Hollis  Fund  for  $6,  000.  00  to 
incorporate  the  Audubon  Society's  Educational  Program  in  our  fourth 
grades.  This  appears  to  be  the  grade  where  such  a  program  would  be  best 
suited.  Thus  began  an  exciting  program  every  other  week  in  each  fourth 
grade  classroom.  A  teacher  from  Audubon,  well  trained  and  experienced, 
goes  to  each  class  and  with  animals  or  plants  or  other  fascinating  materials 
creates  enthusiasm  for  protection  and  conservation  of  our  natural  resources. 

Athletics 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  athletic  achievement  during  the  1967 
calendar  year.  Our  young  athletes  have  been  a  credit  to  their  schools  and 
to  the  community.  The  coaching  that  these  young  people  receive  at  all 
levels  is  excellent  and  we  are  equally  proud  of  our  athletic  staff.

RETIREMENTS 


During  the  year  five  teachers  retired  whose  service  to  the  children 
of  Braintree  will  long  be  remembered. 
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John  H.  Crowell  had  taught  in  several  schools  and  after  a  number  of 
promotions  became  principal  of  the  new  East  Junior  High  School,  the 
second  largest  school  in  town.  Mr.  Crowell  had  been  an  outstanding 
teacher  and  coach  in  his  earlier  experience. 

Miss  Eleanor  G.  Brown  retired  after  many  years  of  teaching,  much 
of  which  was  spent  in  the  Penniman  School.  Miss  Brown  was  a  teaching 
principal,  and  when  the  district  principalships  were  absorbed  she  was 
promoted  to  supervising  principal  of  the  Penniman  School.  This  made  it 
possible  for  her  skill  as  a  teacher  to  be  used  in  helping  other  teachers 
improve  in  their  methods. 

Mrs.  Albert  Elliott  (Cecelia  E.  )  was  a  dedicated  teacher  who  contribu¬ 
ted  much  to  the  fine  reputation  of  Liberty  School.  Her  ability  to  "reach" 
her  students  and  impart  knowledge  showed  not  only  an  excellent  background 
but  a  deep  sincerity  in  her  work. 

Miss  Virginia  Heald  was  an  elementary  physical  education  teacher 
who  impressed  on  children  the  need  for  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body. 

Her  teaching  emphasized  the  concept  that  one's  mental  condition  could  be 
enhanced  if  one's  physical  condition  was  vigorous  and  healthy. 

Mrs.  Anna  A.  Kelley  taught  at  the  Highlands  School  after  a  number 
of  years'  experience  in  other  school  systems  and  following  several  years  of 
leave  to  raise  her  family.  Her  teaching  was  the  more  valuable  because 
she  had  a  happy  disposition  and  a  fine  sense  of  humor  -  another  example 
of  the  qualities  that  make  a  good  teacher  beyond  sheer  knowledge  of  subject 
and  training  in  methods. 


IN  MEMORIAM 

Miss  Edna  M.  Parker  was  an  inspiring  teacher  in  the  business 
department  of  the  high  school.  She  was  an  eager  and  willing  person  whose 
interest  in  young  people  reached  beyond  the  classroom.  Her  gracious 
manner  was  infectious  and  by  her  warmth,  with  dignity,  she  created  an 
excellent  example  for  those  who  worked  with  her.  Her  death  was  a  great 
loss  to  the  school  system. 

The  above  six  teachers  through  their  devotion  to  teaching,  their  love 
of  children,  their  ability  to  change  with  need,  and  their  vivaciousness  and 
love  of  life  have  left,  each  one,  an  indelible  mark  on  the  lives  they  have 
touched. 

Two  other  persons  closely  associated  with  our  schools  and  our 
children  retired  during  this  year:  George  Levangie  was  a  custodian  of  the 
Foster  School  and  finally  at  the  Ross  School.  An  excellent  example  of  a 
man  who  took  great  pride  in  his  work  and  assumed  responsibility  of  his 
building  much  as  he  might  had  he  owned  it. 

William  Parlee,  the  Senior,  had  been  a  member  of  our  maintenance 
department  for  a  number  of  years.  His  skill  and  conscientious  attitude 
were  truly  a  part  of  the  reason  we  all  take  pride  in  our  work.  He  applied 
himself  to  the  task  with  seriousness.

The  District  Committee,  with  deep  regret,  accepted  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Mrs.  Jean  A.  Heffernan,  Original  Planning  Committee  Member, 
Interim  District  Committee  and  current  School  Committee  Member. 

Mrs.  Heffernan,  Representative  from  the  Town  of  Holbrook,  was  required 
to  make  a  change  of  residency  and  officially  resigned  from  this  District 
on  August  15,  1967.  At  this  time,  Mr.  Donald  J.  Martin  of  Holbrook  was 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Holbrook  School  Committee  to  fill 
the  Holbrook  vacancy  on  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Vocational  School  District 
Committee  until  the  formal  election  in  March  1968. 


Mr.  Nathaniel  N.  Wentworth,  Jr.  and  Mr.  M.  Murray  Lewis 
continued  in  the  capacities  of  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  respectively. 

Mr.  Edward  V.  Cogliano  of  Canton  continued  as  Treasurer,  Mr.  William  J. 
Carr  of  Randolph  continued  as  Counsel  and  Mr.  William  A.  Dwyer  continued 
as  Superintendent  -  Director  of  the  Regional  School. 

The  District  Committee  continued  holding  its  Regular  Meetings  on 
the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month.  Meetings  are  held  at  the  Blue 
Hills  Regional  School,  100  Randolph  Street,  Canton,  Massachusetts. 

On  September  22,  1966,  the  Regional  School  opened  as  planned. 
Although  faced  with  some  remaining  construction  problems  at  this  time, 
the  District  Committee  realized  that  this  inconvenience  was  insignificant 
considering  the  fact  that  350  students  from  the  seven  member  towns  were 
able  to  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity  for  technical  education  one  year 
earlier.  The  option  this  Committee  had  in  the  early  decision-making  period 
of  selecting  an  opening  date,  would  have  allowed  an  additional  year  for 
construction  and  a  more  comfortable  period  of  equipping  the  school. 
However,  such  a  decision  would  have  deprived  the  opening  class  of  an 
opportunity  for  a  vocational-technical  education.  Today,  with  the  need  for 
technicians  becoming  more  obvious  and  more  critical  each  successive  year, 
this  Committee  realized  it  had  made  a  very  wise  decision.  A  great  deal 
of  recognition  must  be  given  the  Superintendent  and  staff  who  were  able  to 
smoothly  coordinate  the  opening  of  the  school  in  view  of  the  conflicting 
building  problems. 

In  January  1967,  a  mere  5%  of  construction  remained.  At  this 
time,  the  Committee  continued  its  equipment  award  of  bids  so  that  the 
remaining  sections  of  the  building  could  be  hastily  equipped  to  facilitate 
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100%  use  of  all  facilities  in  the  school. 

To  fully  utilize  the  building  and  equipment  as  soon  as  it  became 
available,  the  District  Committee  authorized  the  Superintendent  to  proceed 
and  open  as  many  evening  school  classes  as  possible.  In  January  1967  the 
following  courses  were  offered  the  adult  population  of  the  Regional  District: 
Basic  Data  Processing,  Basic  Electronics,  Basic  Drafting  and  Machine 
Woodworking.  These  courses  were  filled  to  capacity  and  approximately 
100  adults  enjoyed  a  program  of  technical  preparatory  education  for  the 
remainder  of  the  winter  semester. 

The  Committee  further  emphasized  their  total  educational 
philosophy  for  adult  technical  education  in  the  areas  of  preparation  for 
employment,  retraining  and  upgrading  of  adult  occupational  skills.  It 
was  agreed  that  as  soon  as  the  staff  was  able  to  successfully  conduct 
further  adult  education,  hopefully  in  September  1967,  an  entire  diversified 
program  of  all  courses  would  be  made  available  to  the  public. 

In  February  1967,  the  Committee  approved  plans  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  and  equipping  of  the  following  educational  innovations  in  the  existing 
program: 

1.  A  complete  developmental  reading  laboratory 

2.  A  pilot  program  of  training  for  a  limited  number  of  students 
from  the  Boston  School  for  the  Deaf 

3.  A  technical  library  and  librarian 

4.  A  closed-circuit  television  broadcasting  system  for  technical 
instruction 

5.  A  six-week  Summer  School  program  for  remedial  and  develop¬ 
mental  courses  in  English,  Reading  and  Mathematics  with 
enrichment  courses  in  Advertising  Art,  Graphic  Arts,  Elec¬ 
tronics,  Medical  and  Technical  Science. 

6.  Effective  September  1967,  a  new  course  in  Civil  &  Structural 
Engineering  Drafting,  would  be  added  to  the  15  existing 
courses.  This  course  would  be  at  the  post-high  level  and 
would  require  two  years  for  certification. 

In  March  1967,  the  District  Committee  announced  plans  for  making 
the  building  available  for  its  first  showing  to  the  public.  Dedication  of  the 
Building  and  a  Public  Open  House  were  both  scheduled  for  the  month  of  May 
1967.  The  entire  committee  felt  that  all  the  public  should  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  become  familiar  with  this  modern  technical  education  facility. 

Other  public  functions  such  as  PTA  meetings,  civic  club  meetings,  etc. 
were  scheduled  immediately  after  the  Dedication  of  the  Building. 

In  June  1967  the  first  graduation  ceremony  was  held  in  the 
Cafetorium  of  the  school.  Twenty  post-high  students  having  completed  a 
one-year  course  in  Dental  Assistant  Training  were  graduated  and  success¬ 
fully  placed  in  dental  offices  throughout  the  seven  towns. 

Admissions  for  the  1967-1968  school  year  were  finalized  at  this 
time,  and  the  Superintendent  reported  to  the  District  Committee  that  on  the 
completion  of  the  first  school  year,  interest  for  enrollment  in  the  school 
was  growing  in  disturbing  proportions.  The  projected  enrollment  for  the 
1967-  1968  school  year  was  approximately  500  students,  but  the  total  number 
of  applications  received  was  over  1300.  Although  these  figures  indicated 
complete  success  in  the  initial  year  of  operation,  it  also  indicated  that  much 
more  needed  to  be  done  to  provide  technical  education  for  more  of  the  youth 
in  the  Regional  District. 
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During  the  summer  months  of  1967  the  District  Committee  continued 
its  meetings  to  discuss  policy  for  expediting  the  total  educational  program  at 
Blue  Hills.  The  Chairman  appointed  the  following  sub-committees  and 
approved  meetings  were  scheduled:  Finance  &  Administration  Sub-committee 
Curriculum  &  Advisory  Boards  Sub-committee,  Personnel  Sub-committee 
and  Publicity  &  Historical  Sub-committee. 

In  addition  to  the  existing  football  and  basketball  programs,  the 
following  athletic  programs  were  approved  in  1967;  High  School  Baseball; 
High  School  Track;  High  School  Informal  Hockey;  Technical  Institute 
Basketball,  as  well  as,  Winter-Spring  Intramural  programs  for  both  boys 
and  girls. 

By  Fall  of  1967  the  outdoor  athletic  facilities  were  completed  to 
include  a  football  field,  baseball  field,  practice  field,  tennis  courts, 
basketball  courts  and  1/  4  mile  composition  running  track. 

During  this  period  additional  staff  members  were  appointed  by  the 
Committee  for  the  Fall  enrollment  of  520  students. 

In  September  1967  the  District  Committee  engaged  Gale  Engineering 
Company  for  additional  land  engineering  studies.  Long  range  plans  for 
future  expansion  were  discussed  in  accordance  with  the  increased  interest 
in  enrollments  at  the  technical  school.  Mr.  Dwyer,  Superintendent,  pro¬ 
jected  percentages  indicating  that  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Blue  Hills 
Regional  School  only  1%  of  all  secondary  students  in  the  District  were  able 
to  attend  vocational  or  technical  schools.  As  of  September  1967,  with  the 
opening  of  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  School,  approximately  16%  of  all  the 
secondary  students  in  the  District  had  applied  for  admission  to  the  Regional 
School.  This  school,  however,  through  the  nature  of  its  capacity  was  only 
able  to  accept  7%  of  all  the  applicants.  The  Committee  agreed  that  further 
study  of  future  enrollments  must  be  projected  soon  in  order  to  assist  in 
future  budget  and  long-range  plans  for  additional  expansion. 

On  October  1,  1967,  the  date  of  the  official  pupil  count,  approximat¬ 
ely  500  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled  in  the  technical  school.  In  the  evening 
school,  offering  15  various  programs,  there  were  over  300  adults  from  this 
District  enrolled.  A  grand  total  of  800  enrolled  in  the  day  and  evening 
programs. 

In  November,  preliminary  budget  meetings  were  held  to  discuss 
categorical  budget  requirements  for  the  capacity  enrollment  of  620  students 
due  in  September  of  1968.  During  the  latter  part  of  November,  the 
Tentative  Operating  &  Maintenance  Budget  was  presented  to  the  District 
Finance  Committees.  On  December  1,  1967,  the  1968  Budget  was  reviewed 
and  finalized,  and  sent  to  the  District  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  Finance 
Committees. 

In  December,  successful  legislation  on  vocational  education.  House 
Bill  1410  and  House  Bill  1412,  were  passed  by  the  House  and  Senate.  With 
the  final  signature  of  the  Governor,  both  Bills  were  enacted  and  became  law. 

House  Bill  1410  will  return  50%  of  the  net  operating  costs  of  voca¬ 
tional  technical  schools  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Vocational  Education. 

Such  reimbursement  being  made  to  the  District.  House  Bill  1412  will 
provide  an  additional  15%  State  Aid  to  towns  involved  in  a  regional  school 
district.  Together,  this  legislation  will  reduce  considerably  the  current 
costs  of  vocational- technical  education  by  reducing  the  per  pupil  costs  of 
such  programs.  The  financial  future  for  this  regional  school  District  looks 
encouraging. 
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The  District  Committee,  at  this  time,  feels  it  has  completed  a  very 
successful  year  of  policy  making  and  legislation  -  such  success  being 
obvious  from  the  encouraging  reports  of  admissions  and  from  comments 
by  parents  with  youngsters  in  attendance. 

For  all  its  success,  the  District  Committee  owes  a  great  deal  of 
gratitude  to  many  groups.  The  Committee  at  this  time  expresses  its 
gratitude  to  all  Industrial  Advisory  Boards,  Local  Boards  of  Selectmen, 

Local  Finance  Committees  all  of  whom  have  been  so  helpful  during  this 
past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  -  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
BLUE  HILLS  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 

To:  The  District  School  Committee 

The  Honorable  Boards  of  Selectmen 

The  Parents  &  Citizens  of  this  School  District 

Never  in  the  history  of  our  Nation  has  our  American  economy  been 
so  dependent  on  the  creative  genius  and  technical  skills  of  our  secondary 
school  graduates.  The  technological  race  in  which  we  find  ourselves  today 
demands  that  parents  and  students  be  made  aware  of  the  changes  that  must 
take  place  in  our  educational  process  if  we  are  to  provide  the  proper  balance 
for  the  occupational  placement  of  our  youth. 

The  following  statistics  emerging  from  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  the  President's  Panel  of  Consultants  on  Vocational  Education  conclude: 

- Of  Every  Ten  Youngsters  Now  in  Grade  School 

(1)  Only  seven  will  complete  high  school 

(2)  Only  two  will  complete  four  years  of  college 

(3)  At  least  60%  of  all  high  school  graduates  are  needed 

in  vocational  and  technical  placement  for  the  new  world 
of  work 

(4)  Approximately  70%  of  all  high  school  students  are  taking 
college  preparatory  courses 

It  is  obvious  that  the  parent  of  today  firmly  believes  that  this  70% 
of  the  high  school  population,  currently  striving  for  academic  excellence 
and  for  four -year  college  admission,  are  doing  the  fashionable  thing.  Yet, 
of  this  majority,  many  will  not  be  accepted  for  college  admission  and  a 
large  share  of  the  percentage  that  does  enter  college  will  never  complete 
a  four-year  degree  program. 

Dedicated  to  the  realization  that  a  new  and  comprehensive  type  of 
education  must  evolve  from  the  significant  findings  of  this  study,  the 
Blue  Hills  Regional  School  Committee  and  the  Administration  of  this  school 
have  developed  the  following  educational  objectives: 
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(1)  A  technical  high  school  training  program  for  boys  and  girls  in 
grades  9  through  12  desirous  of  entering  the  labor  market  upon  graduation 
from  high  school.  The  technical  high  school  program  contains  the  same 
number  of  unit  credits  in  mathematics,  English  and  science  as  the  conven¬ 
tional  high  school  program.  The  novel  curricula  outline  has  become 
technically  sophisticated  to  include  the  most  modern  equipment  and  concepts 
of  laboratory  procedure.  In  order  to  provide  the  additional  technical 
training  as  required  for  the  industrial  labor  market,  additional  periods  have 
been  scheduled  over  and  above  the  length  of  the  regular  high  school  daily 
program.  To  further  gain  additional  time  for  technical  laboratory,  all  free 
periods  and  study  periods  have  been  eliminated.  The  graduates  of  the  Blue 
Hills  Regional  Technical  High  School  will  receive  a  high  school  diploma  and 
may  go  on  to  college. 

(2)  A  pre- employment,  post-high  educational  program,  for  high 
school  graduates  who  have  previously  completed  their  academic  training  in 
the  high  school  system,  but  desire  the  necessary  occupational  training  to 
become  available  for  the  world  of  work; 

(3)  A  technical  institute  program  for  high  school  graduates  aspiring 
to  prepare  themselves  for  the  objectives  and  requirements  of  a  semi- 
professional  technology  training  of  the  Junior  Degree  status; 

(4)  An  adult  educational  program  offering  all  of  the  basic  courses 
available  in  the  day-school  program,  and  designed  to  up-grade  the  adult  in 
his  existing  occupational  area  and  also  to  retrain  individuals  in  a  new 
field  of  technical  training; 

(5)  A  current  program  for  continuing  education  for  high  school 
dropouts  will  provide  these  individuals,  returning  veterans  and  others  with 
a  means  of  earning  a  high  school  diploma  on  an  evening  basis. 

The  indication  of  our  success  at  the  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
School  after  the  first  year  of  operation,  seems  to  stem  from  the  novel 
approach  to  the  comprehensive  offerings  on  one  site,  as  opposed  to  conven¬ 
tional  methods  of  providing  remedial,  vocational,  technical  and  post-high 
subject  matter  in  separate  plants  in  various  locations.  In  the  early  stages 
of  the  admissions  recruitment  drive,  we  found  the  success  of  our  applicant 
interest  developed  from  the  broad  range  of  course  offerings  included  in  the 
technical  high  school  and  the  institute  level  programs  as  well  as  the  voca¬ 
tional  courses.  During  this  period  it  was  extremely  difficult  to  overcome 
the  deeply  formed  attitudes  and  opinions  relative  to  the  old  single-track 
vocational  systems.  We  have  found,  however,  that  the  large  number  of 
applicants,  now  enrolled  in  technical  occupational  areas  requiring  strong 
aptitude  prerequisites,  has  somewhat  given  us  conclusive  evidence  of  having 
finally  achieved  the  success  that  has  long  been  sought  by  vocational 
administrators. 

The  existing  site  and  facilities  at  Blue  Hills  Regional  have  an 
estimated  value  of  $3,  600,  000.  00.  One  million  dollars  of  this  sum 
represents  the  equipment  in  the  shops,  laboratories  and  classrooms.  The 
following  items  are  but  a  few  of  the  sophisticated  technical  innovations  that 
are  mentioned  in  our  contemporary  objectives. 

1.  A  complete  laboratory  of  unit  record  data  processing  equipment 
including  the  I.  B.  M.  1401  computer. 

2.  A  complete  laboratory  in  the  area  of  Advertising  Art  &  Design 
including  the  most  up-to-date  equipment  in  the  areas  of  illus¬ 
tration,  packaging,  photography,  interior  and  fashion  design. 
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3.  A  sophisticated  laboratory  offering  basic  and  institute  level 

electronics  training  from  elementary  electronic  circuitry  through 
the  electro-mechanical  circuit  requirements  of  the  computer 
industry.  fl 

4.  A  new  concept  in  electric  laboratory  training  utilizing  the 
laboratory  motor  generating  panels,  control  and  motor  mock-ups 
for  the  technician  to  be  trained  in  the  areas  of  residential 

and  industrial  wiring  to  include  the  most  recent  requirements 
in  industrial  electronic  controls. 


5.  A  complete  production  technician  laboratory  in  machine,  civil, 
structural,  and  industrial  design  involving  units  of  junior 
engineering  study  such  as  compression  testing  devices,  pneu¬ 
matic  controls  and  hydraulic  systems. 

6.  A  large  dental  laboratory  including  the  most  up-to-date 
operatory.  X-ray  machinery  and  darkroom  as  well  as  mechani¬ 
cal  bench  training  devices. 


7.  A  complete  medical  laboratory  with  facilities  comparable  to  the 
most  modern  hospital  laboratory  in  the  area. 


8.  A  large  graphic  arts  department  offering  conventional  letter - 
press  and  offset  printing  training  utilizing  the  latest  hot  and 
cold  type  tape  control  machinery. 

9.  A  machine  processes  laboratory  involving  advanced  training  in 
tape  control  manufacturing  procedures  as  well  as  employing  a 
large  array  of  quality  inspection  and  control  devices. 


10.  Each  classroom  will  be  allowed  to  receive  by  closed  circuit 
educational  television,  broadcasts  from  the  central  educational 
center  in  Boston,  or  from  within  our  own  closed  circuit  stations. 
Demonstrations  can  originate  from  all  16  shops  or  laboratories 
through  a  master  closed  circuit  control  panel  and  master 
antenna.  (This  system  is  currently  being  installed.  ) 

11.  All  ninth  graders  have  available  a  complete  reading  laboratory 
designed  to  up-grade  all  incoming  students  in  reading  speed  and 
comprehension.  This  reading  laboratory  includes  twenty  indi¬ 
vidual  reading  carrels  with  junior  reading  stations  and  junior 
reading  devices  as  well  as  a  centrally  situated  Tachistoscope 
and  group  reading  machines. 

The  following  pilot  programs  are  now  in  operation  here  at  Blue 
Hills  and  have  been  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  the 
Federal  Government: 

1.  A  remedial  skill  training  program  supplemented  with  remedial 
academic  subject  matter. 

2.  Remedial  and  Developmental  Reading  Program. 

3.  Ninth  grade  Exploration  Cycle. 

I 

4.  The  unique  method  of  block  programming  all  academic  subject 
matter  to  allow  each  individual  to  move  up  or  down  as  necessary 
in  the  areas  of  mathematics  and  English  for  both  vocational  and 
technical  high  school  programs. 


5.  A  total  new  concept  in  pupil  orientation,  regional  admissions 
and  applicant  pre-testing  methods. 

6.  A  recent  research  project  granted  by  the  State  Bureau  of 
Vocational  Education  to  evaluate  existing  state  bulletins  through¬ 
out  the  Nation  on  the  present  offerings  in  each  State  for  vocation¬ 
al  education  opportunities.  This  school  has  also  been  authorized 
to  design,  write  and  print  a  three-color  booklet  on  the  broad 

and  comprehensive  offerings  of  vocational  and  technical  education 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  (Completion  target 
date  is  September  1968) 

To  implement  the  novel  philosophy  and  objectives  at  Blue  Hills  the 
most  important  function  of  the  Administration  was  in  the  selection  of  the 
staff.  In  the  field  of  occupational  education,  the  selection  criteria  for 
instructors  does  not  specify  a  degree  as  the  sole  requirement.  Field  and 
occupational  experiences,  specific  educational  preparation  and  a  degree 
must  be  considered  together  in  order  to  provide  the  student  body  with  the 
proper  instruction  and  balance  for  their  comprehensive  secondary  education. 

The  existing  instructional  staff  for  the  510  boys  and  girls  now  at 
this  school  consists  of  45  teachers  who  have  combined  field  experience 
backgrounds  of  590  years,  possess  37  degrees,  with  combined  teaching 
experience  of  270  years.  This  staff  of  educational  specialists,  recruited 
from  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  is  now  providing 
the  academic,  technical,  pre- employment,  medical  and  business  instruc¬ 
tion  for  this  school. 

As  we  expand  to  the  capacity  enrollment  of  620  students  in 
September  1968,  this  staff  must  be  increased  in  like  proportion  to  insure 
a  program  of  continued  success. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Regional  District  School  Committee,  the  District  Superintendents  of 
Schools,  High  School  Principals,  Guidance  Directors  and  Counselors  and 
other  members  of  the  District  School  staffs  who  assisted  us  in  this  initial 
year  of  program  development.  Once  again,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  local 
Boards  of  Selectmen  and  their  Finance  Committees  and  other  planning 
committee  members  who  assisted  us  in  the  various  budget  meetings  that 
were  held  this  past  year.

The  present  sewer  system  can  now  serve  about  77%  of  the  buildings 
in  the  town. 

Sewer  Assessments  were  levied  against  properties  served  by  the  1967 
Construction. 

There  were  481  sewer  connections  completed  during  the  year. 

During  the  past  few  years  a  very  high  percentage  of  properties  served  by 
the  new  construction  were  connected,  showing  the  need  for  a  continued 
sewer  program. 

There  were  76  applications  for  connection  on  file  at  the  end  of  the 

year. 
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Maintenance: 


There  were  14  lateral  sewer  stoppages  during  the  year.  Most  of  the 
stoppages  were  due  to  debris  and  foreign  objects  in  the  sewer.  There  were 
80  stoppages  of  sewer  connections  due  to  root  growth. 

Recommendations  for  1968: 

Continuance  of  the  construction  of  lateral  sewers  at  the  accelerated 
rate:  $500,  000.  00

BRAINTREE  INDUSTRIAL  &  BUSINESS  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1967

1967  Braintree's  Largest  Building  Year  in  History  of  Town 

The  year  1967  was  Braintree's  largest  and  one  of  the  most  successful 
years  in  number  of  building  permits  issued  for  new  construction  in  the  town. 

Braintree  Building  Inspector  Daniel  A.  Maloney  reports  that  the 
estimated  value  of  new  building  permits  issued  by  his  department  for  new 
construction  in  1967  showed  a  total  of  $9,  245,  435.  00.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  $262,  210.  00  over  the  previous  high  year  1966  and  $816,  838.  00 
over  the  next  high  year  of  1959  when  the  original  South  Shore  Plaza 
Shopping  Center  building  permit  was  issued  together  with  $900,  000.  00  for 
a  school  and  Electric  Light  Co.  generating  plant. 

The  1967  total  includes  $5,  015,  920.  00  for  new  business  and  industrial 
construction  and  additions  with  $3,  552,  640.  00  of  this  amount  for  business 
buildings  and  $1,463,280.  00  for  industrial  structures.  Other  permits 
include  $1,  898,  300.  00  for  116  residential  homes,  $1,  603,  000.  00  for  2 
schools,  $165,  470.  00  for  municipal  buildings  and  $85,  000.  00  for  a  yacht 
club  clubhouse. 

37  building  permits  were  issued  in  1967  for  new  business,  industrial 
and  municipal  buildings  and  additions,  33  were  issued  in  1966,  37  in  1965 
and  14  in  1964  making  a  total  of  121  permits  for  building  construction  of  this 
type. 


Braintree's  tax  rate  for  1967  at  $81.  00  is  only  $7.  00  in  excess  of  the 
year  1961,  a  period  of  7  years,  while  many  towns  show  much  greater 
increases.  Business  and  industrial  tax  revenue  is  definitely  responsible 
for  a  high  percentage  of  the  tax  receipts  of  the  town.  The  total  assessed 
value  of  property  in  the  entire  Town  of  Braintree  for  the  year  was 
$83,  533,  100.  00.  A  2  year  study  of  "An  Evaluation  of  Braintree's  Growth" 
1966-  1968,  is  now  being  made  by  a  special  study  committee  of  the  League 
of  Women  Voters  of  Braintree  in  cooperation  with  representatives  of  the 
Braintree  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Braintree  Industrial  &  Business 
Development  Commission.  This  report,  to  be  issued  at  a  later  date,  will 
definitely  show  that  the  extensive  business  and  industrial  growth  in 
Braintree  in  the  past  seven  years  has  played  a  major  role  in  holding  the 
line  in  the  tax  structure  of  the  town. 

Residential  building  permits  in  Braintree  increased  to  116  homes  in 
1967  as  compared  to  106  new  homes  in  1966,  with  171  new  residences  in 
1964  and  172  in  1965. 

The  completion  of  the  multi-million  dollar  Jordan  Marsh  Building  and 
the  start  of  construction  of  25  additional  stores  to  be  added  to  the  present 
54  establishments  in  the  South  Shore  Plaza  Shopping  Center  will  make  this 
area  one  of  the  largest  groups  of  "High  Quality  Stores"  in  New  England. 
The  addition  of  3,  000  parking  places  to  increase  the  total  parking  area  to 
6,  000  spaces  was  completely  filled  during  the  recent  Christman  shopping 
period.  Stores  in  the  Plaza  reported  a  large  increase  in  sales  with  the 
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opening  of  the  Jordan  Marsh  four- story  building. 


The  70,  000  square  foot  King's  Department  Store  and  new  Supreme 
Market  opened  in  the  last  months  of  the  year,  in  the  Messina  Granite  St. 
Industrial  and  Business  Park,  with  1,  000  parking  places,  marked  the 
establishment  of  Braintree's  6th  Business  Shopping  Area. 

The  opening  of  the  J.  L.  Hammet  Co.  plant,  the  oldest  school  supply 
company  in  the  United  States,  on  the  52  acre  tract  of  land  between  Pearl 
and  Plain  Streets,  in  the  rear  of  the  Armstrong  Cork  Co.  ,  establishes 
Braintree's  10th  Industrial  Park.  32  acres  of  land  remain  in  this  area  for 
future  development. 

During  the  past  4  years  Braintree  Town  Meeting  Members  have  wisely 
appropriated  funds  to  build  5  major  sewer  lines  to  service  idle  land  zoned 
for  business  and  industry  and  at  the  same  time  provide  sewer  facilities  for 
many  Braintree  homes,  located  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town.  In  this  short 
period  of  five  years,  following  the  installation  of  the  new  sewer  lines, 

47  new  buildings  have  been  erected  in  these  forgotten  areas.  These  new 
companies  have  provided  hundreds  of  new  jobs  for  people  in  the  area  and 
have  substantially  increased  the  tax  revenue  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

I  Many  acres  of  land  still  remain  unoccupied  in  these  areas  for  further 
building  expansion.  These  so-called  industrial  sewer  lines  have  also 
provided  sewer  facilities  for  several  hundred  Braintree  residential  homes.

The  year  1967  has  again  been  a  most  active  and  encouraging  year  for 
the  Braintree  Industrial  and  Business  Development  Commission  and  for  the 
taxpayers  of  Braintree.  The  total  business  and  industrial  projects  for  the 
year  include  37  new  buildings  or  additions  completed  or  under  construction 
from  building  permits  issued  in  1967,  12  buildings  completed  from  permits 
issued  in  1966  and  13  items  of  former  land  purchases  with  no  commitment 
to  build. 
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D.  Braintree  South  Shore  Plaza  Shopping  Center 


Paul  W.  Lowney,  General  Manager  of  the  South  Shore  Plaza  reports  the 
activities  of  the  Plaza  as  follows  for  the  year  1967: 

"The  South  Shore  Plaza  continued  to  carry  out  its  original  plan  for 
expansion  to  where  it  would  be  one  of  the  largest  shopping  centers  on  the 
East  Coast. 

"During  1967,  the  Jordan  Marsh  Department  Store,  consisting  of 
256,  000  square  feet  of  retail  space,  opened  for  business.  During  the  short 
time  it  has  been  open,  the  amount  of  business  fulfilled  the  expectations  of 
both  the  department  store  and  the  management  of  the  South  Shore  Plaza. 

"Construction  has  started  for  an  additional  25  stores  which  should  be 
in  business  by  Easter,  1968.  The  parking  area  has  been  enlarged  from 
3,  181  spaces  to  almost  6,  000  parking  spaces  making  the  Plaza  a  most 
convenient  place  to  shop. 

"The  existing  54  stores  in  the  Center  continue  to  make  progress  with 
most  of  the  stores  reporting  an  encouraging  picture.  These  tenants  expect 
the  growth  pattern  to  continue,  especially  with  the  additional  drawing  power 
of  the  Jordan  Marsh  store  and  the  added  25  new  tenants. 

"The  South  Shore  Plaza  also  completed  leasing  the  Citgo  Office 
Building  which  it  owns  and  operates.  This  building  is  located  directly 
opposite  the  Plaza,  off  Granite  Street.  There  are  twelve  companies  in  this 
40,  000  square  foot  office  building.  The  tenants  in  the  building  are  as 
follows:

"These  tenants  moved  into  this  area  due  to  the  fine  labor  market, 
parking  convenience  and  the  proximity  to  the  South  Shore  Plaza. 

"Plans  are  being  made  at  the  present  time  to  build  an  additional  office 
building  adjacent  to  the  existing  Citgo  Office  Building.  Several  national 
tenants  are  considering  this  location  as  their  regional  headquarters. 

"Again,  the  South  Shore  Plaza  is  pleased  with  the  fine  cooperation  that 
it  has  received  from  the  Town  Officials,  and  the  management  knows  that 
the  success  and  continued  growth  of  the  shopping  center  depends  upon  the 
continued  cooperation  of  these  people.  "

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

1967 

Charles  F.  MacGillivray,  Town  Engineer 

Braintree  again  shared  in  the  mounting  prosperity  and  development 
experienced  generally  throughout  the  country  during  the  year  1967.  New 
business  establishments  and  homes  naturally  add  to  the  number  of  services 
required  of  all  town  agencies  including  the  Engineering  Department.  A 
general  summary  of  work  performed  included  the  following: 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  -  Plans  and  profiles  drawn  and  field  layouts 
made  on  Hobart  Street,  Beals  Road,  Milton  Road,  Miller  Avenue,  Shaw 
Street  and  Middle  Street.  Corner  of  Shaw  and  Commercial  Streets  was 
laid  out  as  was  Elm  Street  at  Drinkwater  Avenue.  Laid  out  pedestrian 
crossing  at  Shaw  Street  Bridge. 

PLANNING  BOARD  -  All  meetings  and  hearings  were  attended  by  the 
Town  Engineer  with  Assessors  Plans  provided  for  applications  under 
consideration.  Developers  plans,  preliminary  and  definitive,  submitted 
to  the  Board  were  checked  to  ensure  accuracy  of  layout  and  observance  of 
all  pertinent  regulations,  followed  by  reports  to  the  Board.  This  usually 
entails  conferences  with  the  developer  and  his  engineer  with  revisions  often 
made  and  the  final  plans  and  profiles  brought  to  the  Board  for  decision. 

Several  new  streets  are  generally  suggested  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
acceptance  each  requiring  preparation  of  a  plan  for  submission  to  the 
Selectmen  for  layout  approval  followed  by  presentation  to  the  Town  Meeting. 
The  following  plans  were  prepared  for  this  procedure:  Forest  Street, 

Wood  Road,  Penniman  Terrace,  Strathmore  Road,  Regis  Road,  Lundquist 
Drive,  Campanelli  Drive,  Pilgrim  Road,  Poulos  Road  and  Harding  Avenue. 
These  streets  are  also  inspected  in  the  field  so  that  a  report  may  be  pre¬ 
pared  as  to  whether  they  are  in  satisfactory  condition  for  acceptance. 

In  addition  to  streets  suggested  by  the  Planning  Board  for  acceptance 
there  are  others  offered  by  petition  from  residents  and  these  are  treated 
in  the  same  way. 

Many  plans  were  prepared  for  various  departments  and  committees, 
such  as  a  sewer  easement  plan  to  provide  sewerage  from  the  proposed 
Pond  Meadow  School  to  Pilgrim  Road,  alternate  plans  for  submission  to 
the  MBTA,  plan  copies  of  MBTA  proposals  when  available;  site  plan  of 
proposed  High  School,  suggested  access  road  from  Franklin  Street  to 
High  School  site.  All  Town  Meeting  warrant  articles  requiring  plans 
received  them  from  this  department.  Included  were  those  for  the  Park 
Department,  Conservation  Committee,  Refuse  Committee,  Monatiquot 
River  Cleanout  Committee,  High  School  Building  Committee  and  Watson 
Library  Committee.  Plans  and  other  information  were  also  given  to  the 
Maplewood  Special  Town  Counsel,  Zoning  By-Laws  Revision  Committee. 

Abutter  lists  were  provided  for  license  applications,  hearings  on 
Zoning  By-Law  revisions,  legal  releases  for  Monatiquot  River  Clearance 
Project  and  cases  coming  before  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  often 
accompanied  by  plans. 

Plans  and  other  information  are  continually  being  provided  to  state 
engineers,  private  consulting  engineers,  attorneys,  real  estate  agents  and 
private  citizens,  as  well  as  to  other  town  departments  on  request. 

Complaints  of  residents  were  investigated  and  conditions  reported  to 
responsible  departments.  Many  of  these  were  drainage  problems  resulting 
from  heavy  rainfalls. 
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Innumerable  meetings  and  conferences  were  held  with  town  and  outside 
agencies  such  as  the  MBTA  and  their  consultants  -  DPW  engineers  - 
School,  library  and  golf  course  architects,  Weymouth  engineers  and  archi¬ 
tect  for  proposed  Weymouth  Landing  drainage  outlet  revision.  Telephone 
Company  engineers  on  Adams- Commercial  Street  duct  installation. 

Miscellaneous  work  was  done  as  follows:  Skating  rinks  layouts  made 
at  Swift's  Beach,  Watson  Park  and  South  Junior  High  School,  but  construc¬ 
tion  was  not  feasible. 

Bid  documents  prepared  for  Town  Counsel  approval  in  Monatiquot 
River  Clean-Up  project. 

Baseball  field  layout  at  Watson  Park. 

Court  attendance  required  in  one  private  land  case  and  another 
involving  the  Town  in  which  plans  and  information  were  requested. 

Street  intersection  plans  prepared  for  DPW  Traffic  Bureau  supporting 
requests  for  traffic  signs  at  (1)  Fairfield  and  Holmes  Street,  (2)  Granite 
Street  and  Wood  Road,  (3)  Granite  Street  and  Forbes  Road,  and  (4) 

Granite  and  Town  Streets. 

All  subdivision  plans  from  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  Land  Court  were 
processed  and  the  information  incorporated  in  Assessors  Plans  and  other 
records. 

Some  880  deeds  were  processed  for  the  Board  of  Assessors  with 
revisions  made  on  our  plans  and  records  when  necessary. 

Field  measurements  made  of  175  new  buildings  and  340  additions  and 
Assessors  Plans  revised  accordingly. 

Staked  out  lot  on  Liberty  Street  sold  by  the  Town  to  Temple  B'Nai 
Shalom,  also  a  tax  title  lot  at  41  Elmlawn  Road. 

Preparation  of  Annual  Report,  budget  and  subsequent  Finance 
Committee  conferences. 

House  numbers  assigned  to  new  buildings  and  reported  to  Water 
Department,  Tax  Collector,  Electric  Light  Department  and  others  upon 
request. 

Receipts  to  the  Treasurer  totaled  $472.  00  for  the  sale  of  street  maps 
and  prints  of  Assessors  Plans. 

Our  appreciation  of  cheerful  and  valuable  assistance  from  other  depart¬ 
ments  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

MANAGER'S  REPORT  TO  THE  MUNICIPAL  LIGHTING  BOARD 
Gentlemen: 

The  Electric  Light  Department  is  now  entering  its  seventy- sixth  year 
of  service  to  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

I  believe  that  a  brief  look  at  our  last  ten  years  of  service  and  our 
anticipated  development  during  the  next  ten  years  will  serve  to  bring  our 
problems  of  the  immediate  future  into  rather  clear  focus. 
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The  following  chart  shows  some  pertinent  facts  of  past  operations  and 
predicted  growth:

The  1957  figures  have  been  taken  from  State  reports  and  1967  figures 
are  those  prepared  for  State  reports  to  be  presented  this  year.  It  is  very 
easy  to  say  that  1977  figures  are  merely  an  estimate  and  therefore 
unbelievable.  A  review  of  the  Light  Department  records  will  show  that  this 
prediction  is  but  the  extension  of  our  normal  growth  over  the  years  and 
tends  to  be  somewhat  conservative.  Our  present  records  clearly  show  that 
the  existing  plant  capacity  and  output,  which  has  required  the  Town  seventy- 
five  years  to  reach,  must  be  duplicated  within  the  next  ten  years  in  order  to 
keep  up  with  our  normal  growth  rate. 

It  makes  no  difference  whether  the  Light  Department  performs  this 
work  for  the  Town  or  if  the  Town  chooses  some  outside  organization  to 
render  this  service,  the  magnitude  of  the  job  will  remain  the  same. 

Records  again  show  that  during  the  performance  of  this  vital  service  for 
the  Town,  the  Light  Department  furnished  power  at  substantially  lower  cost 
than  that  available  in  surrounding  areas  and  at  the  same  time  invested  sub¬ 
stantial  sums  of  money  in  building  and  updating  our  facilities  to  render  the 
best  service  possible  to  our  citizen  owners. 

Statistics  show  that  by  the  establishment  and  proper  use  of  its 
Electric  Light  Department,  the  Town  has  obtained  for  its  citizens  and  busi¬ 
ness  organizations  an  adequate  supply  of  low  cost  electric  power.  Planning 
and  building  a  Department  to  properly  serve  future  loads  as  well  as  the 
operation  of  such  a  Department  becomes  greater  in  magnitude  and  more 
exacting  in  requirements  as  the  Town  becomes  more  and  more  dependent 
on  electric  power.  The  Town  of  Braintree  in  this  respect  is  no  different 
than  our  entire  country  of  which  it  has  been  said  "Electricity  affects  our 
every  activity,  our  standards  of  living--yes--even  our  very  existence.  " 

Full  awareness  of  this  amazing  and  vital  fact  is  the  first  requirement  of  all 
personnel  of  the  Light  Department  whether  management  or  operating 
employees. 
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Let  me  review  briefly  the  above  chart  and  make  comparisons  of  where 
the  Light  Department  was  ten  years  ago  and  where  it  is  estimated  to  be  ten 
years  from  now. 

1.  The  system  demand  today  is  2.  34  times  what  it  was  in  1957.  The 
1977  peak  is  estimated  at  2.  15  times  today's  peak. 

2.  Total  output  is  2.  65  times  that  of  1957  and  estimates  indicate  that 
in  1977  it  will  be  2.  02  times  today's  requirements. 

3.  The  generator  nameplate  rating  can  be  subject  to  substantial  changes 
depending  on  what  types  of  power  will  be  available  as  compared  with 
our  costs  to  build  and  generate.  Real  low  cost  power  is  not  available 
from  the  size  of  plant  necessary  to  serve  our  own  load.  Neither  is  it 
available  by  direct  purchase  of  total  requirements.  It  appears  that 
low  cost  power  is  obtainable  only  by  a  combination  of  generation  and 
purchases  with  an  interchange  agreement  profitable  to  both  sides. 

4.  The  change  in  number  of  customers  reflects  the  normal  growth 
pattern  for  this  area.  The  average  use  per  customer  indicates  the 
increasing  use  of  electric  power  in  all  areas.  This  is  a  most 
important  factor;  as  this  grows,  so  does  our  economy  and  dependence 
on  electric  power. 

5.  Average  use  per  residential  customer  can  be  subjected  to  radical 
changes.  Present  fuel  oil  prices  for  heating  purposes  tend  to  make 
electric  heat  much  more  attractive.  Construction  costs  for  elec¬ 
trically  heated  homes  are  more  reasonable  and  maintenance  costs 
less.  As  the  many  advantages  of  electric  heat  become  known  and 
appreciated  by  our  customers,  the  average  use  per  residential 
customer  will  rise  sharply. 

6.  The  average  cost  per  kwh.  reflects  a  downward  trend,  even  though 
rates  have  not  been  changed  for  some  time.  This  is  the  result  of 
increased  usage  on  our  existing  rates  extending  further  and  further 
on  the  last  and  lowest  steps  of  the  rates. 

7.  Total  revenue  and  operating  expense,  because  of  many  factors,  do 
not  follow  exactly  as  the  Kwh.  increases.  1967  revenue  is  2.  35  that 
of  1957  for  2.  65  times  the  amount  of  power  required  for  the  same 
period. 

In  1977  it  is  estimated  that  the  income  will  be  1.  95  times  that  of 
1967  for  2.  02  times  the  amount  of  power  required  for  the  same  period. 

8.  Operating  expenses  have  to  be  consistent  with  revenue  and  will  of 
course  reflect  the  changing  costs  and  technologies.  Payroll  require¬ 
ments  will  reflect  the  same  trend. 

9.  The  number  of  employees  is  an  interesting  figure  and  does  indicate 
that  at  this  time  the  Department  is  not  staffed  to  minimum  require¬ 
ments  consistent  with  good  development  and  proper  service.  This 
item  will  be  discussed  further  on  in  this  report. 

10.  Plant  investment  is  increasing  at  a  rapid  rate  thereby  showing  the 

increasing  cost  of  materials  and  labor  necessary  to  supply  the  Town's 
requirements. 

It  is  only  by  properly  appraising  the  value,  importance  and  magnitude 
of  the  operation  we  are  performing  can  we  accept  and  fulfill  the  obligation 
of  rendering  the  service  required  by  our  owners- -the  residents  and 
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business  men  of  the  Town. 


In  order  to  properly  plan  for  the  next  ten  years,  and  beyond,  we 
should  at  this  time,  thoroughly  evaluate  our  position  and  become  acutely 
aware  of  the  progress  and  development  taking  place  around  us.  Then  take 
a  good  look  at  our  own  Department,  its  capabilities  combined  with  its 
inherent  limitations  and  restrictions. 

Construction  during  the  year  1967  consisted  of  the  following: 

1.  In  the  East  Braintree,  Weymouth  Landing  area,  overaged  poles  and 
obsolete  distribution  equipment  were  replaced  with  a  modern  up  to 
date  distribution  system.  This  system  now  extends  from  Commercial 
Street  to  the  Southeast  Expressway  including  all  side  streets. 

2.  In  these  areas  of  reconstruction,  the  existing  outdated  series  street 
light  system  was  replaced  with  mercury  luminaries  thereby  supplying 
the  streets  with  twice  as  much  light  at  approximately  the  same  cost. 

3.  High  capacity  lines  on  Granite  Street  were  extended  in  several  areas 
to  serve  several  large  industrial  and  commercial  installations. 

4.  Two  additional  transformers  with  over  2000  ft.  of  15  KV  cable  were 
installed  at  the  South  Shore  Plaza  thereby  adding  an  additional  3500 
KVA  of  capacity  to  this  area. 

5.  A  10,  000  KVA  interconnection  between  the  Boston  Edison  Company  and 
Braintree  was  completed  with  the  installation  of  a  transformer, 

115  KV  oil  circuit  breaker  and  auxiliary  equipment. 

6.  Engineering  was  practically  completed  for  an  additional  40,  000  KVA 
interconnection  with  Boston  Edison  Company  and  substantial  amounts 
of  material  have  been  purchased  in  order  that  this  equipment  will  be 
available  for  construction  during  1968. 

7.  In  many  areas  new  distribution  lines  were  extended  to  serve  the  167 
new  homes  constructed  during  the  year. 

In  spite  of  all  this  progress  during  1967,  and  preceeding  years,  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  much  more  progress  in  many  more  areas  is  absolutely 
essential  to  maintain  the  Department  in  sufficiently  strong  position  to  cope 
with  the  rapid  developments  that  are  now  at  our  doorsteps.  Not  all  of  these 
problems  are  critical  at  this  time  but  they  should  all  be  considered  and 
understood  so  that  methods  and  procedures  may  be  developed  and  available 
when  required. 

Briefly,  I  will  outline  and  discuss  some  of  the  more  apparent 
-problems  and  present  them  to  the  Municipal  Lighting  Board  for  their  con¬ 
sideration. 

Starting  with  our  main  office  building,  I  find  the  following: 

This  building  was  erected  in  1933  and  was  adequate  at  that  time  to 
serve  5000  customers  using  12,  162,  000  kwh.  per  year.  Revenue  was 
$283,  686.  00  and  operating  expenses  $180,  951.  00.  With  today's  10,  460 
customers,  $3,  000,  000.  00  revenue  and  over  $2,  300,  000.  00  operating 
expense,  along  with  the  many  additional  complexities  of  handling  business 
today  that  did  not  exist  thirty  years  ago,  I  believe  that  the  workload  through 
the  office  today  is  actually  twenty  times  what  the  office  was  designed  to 
handle. 
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These  facilities  while  well  kept  are  not  large  enough  to  operate 
properly  and  cannot  provide  the  following: 

1.  Adequate  area  for  Board  Meetings 

2.  Adequate  area  for  properly  filing  correspondence 

3.  Adequate  area  with  fireproof  vault  to  properly  store  and  preserve 
Department  records. 

4.  Separate  areas,  small  offices  in  which  to  meet  with  and  discuss 
customer  problems. 

5.  Adequate  area  to  properly  process  our  billing  and  posting 
operation 

Billing  equipment  is  now  well  beyond  its  anticipated  normal  life. 

Down  time  for  emergency  repairs  is  excessive,  resulting  in  late  and 
sometimes  faulty  billing.  This  entire  billing  operation  is  now  completely 
outdated  and  incapable  of  supplying  the  necessary  information  for  effective 
and  proper  control  of  this  size  of  organization. 

The  limited  area  for  control  of  such  a  large  organization  does  not 
permit  the  office  force  to  efficiently  handle  the  work  now  being  performed 
and  prevents  the  extension  of  the  office  service  into  other  fields.  The 
present  office  location  means  minimum  contacts  with  our  customers 
offering  them  nothing  but  a  place  to  pay  a  bill. 

We  are  in  the  power  business  and  our  main  duty  is  to  see  to  it  that 
our  customer -owners  receive  the  best  service  possible.  But,  I  feel  that 
our  responsibility  does  not  stop  there.  We  should  be  in  a  position  to 
supply  information  on  all  types  of  electrical  equipment,  manufacturers 
and  contractors  in  order  to  aid  and  guide  our  consumers  to  obtain  proper 
selection  and  installation  of  electric  equipment  they  desire  to  use.  Such 
an  operation  is  impossible  where  we  are  and  in  the  size  office  building  we 
possess. 

POWER  SUPPLY 

As  of  this  December,  we  had  reached  a  gross  peak  of  37,  400  kw. 

We  have  a  total  capability  of  43,  000  Kw.  on  our  own  system  and  10,  000  Kw. 
available  from  the  Boston  Edison  Company.  By  the  latter  part  of  1968, 
the  Department  should  have  an  additional  40,  000  Kw.  available  from 
Boston  Edison  Company  bringing  our  total  capability  to  93,  000  Kw.  Loss 
of  the  40,  000  Kw.  transformer  would  reduce  our  capability  to  53,  000  Kw. 
which  is  our  anticipated  load  for  1972.  It  is  therefore  quite  obvious  that 
between  now  and  1972,  some  positive  steps  must  be  taken  by  the  Department 
to  be  prepared  to  meet  loads  beyond  that  period. 

Many  interesting  developments  are  taking  place  through  the  efforts  of 
all  power  organizations  to  obtain  low  cost  power.  Financing  large  efficient 
units  is  a  burden  almost  too  great  for  one  organization  to  undertake.  Joint 
construction  and  pooling  of  resources  is  now  a  well  developed  art.  The 
Department  should  make  every  effort  to  participate  with  others  in  the 
planning,  construction  and  installation  of  large  generating  units.  These 
units  may  be  located  outside  Braintree  or  within  Braintree  as  the  economics 
of  such  developments  will  show.  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  a  study 
should  be  started  immediately  to  determine  our  course  in  obtaining  low  cost 
power  so  that  by  1972  we  will  be  prepared  to  meet  our  responsibilities. 

This  study  should  also  consider  and  make  recommendations  regarding 
our  oldest  boiler  and  turbine  which  date  back  to  1933  having  small  capacity 
and  comparitively  low  efficiency. 
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DISTRIBUTION  SYSTEM 

Braintree's  distribution  system  is  essentially  overhead  open  wire 
type  of  construction.  Underground  cables  feed  this  system  by  interconnect¬ 
ing  our  generating  stations  and  distribution  sub-stations.  In  several  areas 
the  underground  cables  extend  to  the  consumer,  the  major  installation  of 
this  type  is  the  South  Shore  Plaza  which  is  served  substantially  all  the  way 
via  underground  cable.  During  1968,  construction  should  be  completed  so 
that  the  entire  South  Shore  Plaza  should  be  served  via  the  underground 
system. 

Many  areas  of  our  distribution  system  have  poles  that  have  been  in 
service  forty  years  and  more  and  are  carrying  a  distribution  system 
designed  to  serve  a  customer  load  of  30  to  40  years  ago.  This  system  is 
completely  outmoded,  outdated  and  overloaded  as  well  as  in  very  poor 
repair.  These  installations  exist  in  East  Braintree  and  the  areas  between 
South  Braintree  and  Braintree  Square. 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Elm  Street,  North 
Braintree  Area  as  well  as  the  East  Braintree,  Weymouth  Landing  Area. 

Much  more  remains  to  be  reconstructed  and  updated  to  our  modern 
construction  with  high  capacity,  high  efficiency  service.  It  is  worthy  of 
note  that  all  new  areas  constructed  in  this  manner  have  had  minimum 
troubles  during  the  entire  year  1967.  Those  that  did  occur  were  restricted 
to  a  single  phase,  line  or  transformer  fault  that  resulted  in  a  minimum 
outage  making  rapid  restoration  possible. 

I  recommend  that  activity  in  this  area  of  rebuilding  distribution  lines 
be  greatly  increased  this  year  to  help  improve  service  in  the  areas  affected. 

To  this  date,  the  Department  has  not  made  much  progress  on  under¬ 
ground  distribution  to  residential  or  other  areas.  In  many  respects,  this 
is  as  it  should  be,  as  an  underground  system  designed  and  constructed 
20  years  or  even  10  years  ago  could  be  completely  inadequate  to  serve 
today's  requirements.  The  time  has  now  arrived  when  the  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  can  no  longer  completely  hold  itself  aloof  from  underground 
residential  service. 

Sufficient  information  is  now  available  on  residential  customer 
requirements  and  methods  of  underground  construction  so  that  underground 
installations  should  be  properly  planned  and  installed.  In  a  total  electrical 
development  area,  where  all  homes  are  electrically  heated  and  air 
conditioned  with  all  electric  appliances,  it  is  my  firm  conviction  that  the 
Light  Department  should  properly  design,  furnish  and  install  an  underground 
system.  If  the  total  area  is  not  all  electric,  it  becomes  financially 
impossible  to  justify  such  an  installation.  Either  the  installation  will  be 
overbuilt  and  not  used  in  which  case  money  is  spent  without  sufficient 
return  or  it  will  be  underbuilt  resulting  in  early  obsolescense  and  early 
rebuilding,  in  which  case  the  rebuilding  will  be  too  costly.  This  matter 
should  be  thoroughly  studied  and  an  effective  Department  policy  established. 

RATES 

The  latter  part  of  1965  a  rate  study  was  presented  to  the  Municipal 
Lighting  Board  for  their  consideration  and  possible  action.  No  action  was 
taken  at  that  time  because  of  the  pending  problem  of  additional  power 
supply  and  its  cost.  The  answer  to  this  problem  has  not  been  complete  but 
it  is  my  opinion  that  we  have  sufficient  information  on  power  costs  between 
now  and  1971  that  the  1965  rate  study  should  be  updated  and  rate  changes 
made  accordingly.  Particular  emphasis  should  be  given  to  an  electric 
heat  rate  for  multiple  office  use  and  for  commercial  and  industrial  use. 

Our  water  heater  and  house  heating  rates  should  also  receive  additional 
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attention. 


ORGANIZATION 

Referring  to  the  chart  comparing  1957  and  1967,  I  call  your  attention 
to  the  number  of  employees  working  for  the  Department- - 55  in  1957,  67  in 
1967.  An  increase  of  12  employees,  all  of  which  have  been  added  to  the 
Steam  Department  as  operating  personnel  at  the  Norton  P.  Potter  Plant. 

Our  organization  shows  that  we  are  lacking  in  personnel  in  several 
areas.  First  the  Steam  Department  is  almost  completely  without  repair¬ 
men.  The  Line  Department  could  use  two  more  first  class  linemen.  Other 
areas  of  the  Department  should  be  thoroughly  analyzed  for  proper  placement 
of  special  type  personnel  to  accomplish  several  types  of  work  not  now  being 
performed  by  the  Department.  As  an  example:  In  this  report  the  "import¬ 
ance  and  magnitude"  of  the  Department  within  the  Town  has  been  clearly 
indicated.  We  are  furnishing  the  most  valuable  and  essential  service 

!  offered  by  the  Town  but  in  many  instances  the  Townspeople  are  not  fully 
aware  of  the  value  of  such  services  and  do  not  avail  themselves  of  it. 

We  should  therefore  establish  a  position  of  power  salesman  or  some  such 
designated  representative  of  the  Department  to  contact,  advise  and  guide 
the  citizens  and  industry  in  the  proper,  safe  and  adquate  use  of  the  service 
we  are  prepared  to  render.  I  have  thought  in  the  past  that  the  limited 
capacity  of  our  distribution  system,  its  age  and  requirements  for  replace¬ 
ment,  prohibited  this  Department  from  any  activity  in  this  area.  As  of  this 
time,  we  have  progressed  a  long  way  in  the  establishment  of  proper  and 
adequate  facilities  to  serve  with  ample  provisions  to  expand  as  needed  and 
the  Department  is  in  a  position  to  go  "all  out"  and  encourage  our  customer 
owners  as  far  as  possible  to  make  the  most  and  best  use  of  this  great 
servant  now  available  in  almost  unlimited  quantities  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

To  the  Selectmen,  Municipal  Lighting  Board,  all  Town  Officials  and 
Employees,  who  have  assisted  me  during  the  year,  I  express  my  sincere 
appreciation.  To  all  our  Employees,  I  am  grateful  for  their  loyalty, 
efficiency  and  co-operation.
